HIV planning 
council calls 
for sweeping 
assessment of 
AIDS Office

T he San Francisco HIV Health 
Services Planning Council, 
which prioritizes federal Ryan 
White CARE Act funds locally, has is¬ 
sued an open solicitation for propos¬ 
als to conduct a wide-ranging assess¬ 
ment of the Department of Public 
Health’s HIV Health Services Divi¬ 
sion. That division, also known as the 
AIDS Office, is the grantee that re¬ 
ceives all of San Francisco’s CARE al¬ 
location, then disburses funds to con¬ 
tractors - often nonprofit communi¬ 
ty-based agencies - in accordance 
with the planning council’s estab¬ 
lished priorities. 

The assessment will focus on 
DPH’s HIV Health Services Division, 
which oversees CARE funds. For fis¬ 
cal year 1998-99, the city’s CARE 
grant was approximately $36.4 mil¬ 
lion; of that, approximately $1.8 mil¬ 
lion went to DPH to administer the

Bay Area queers gear up for 
"Equality Begins at Home'

A weekend of political activism by 
adults and youth will take place in 
Sacramento beginning Saturday, 
March 20 when lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender (LGBT) people from 
across the state converge in Sacramento. The 
event will be the California gay community’s 
observance of Equality Begins at Home, an 


effort by the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force (NGLTF) to have rallies and other 
events in all 50 states, plus the District of Co¬ 
lumbia and Puerto Rico, between March 21 
and 27. 

NGLTF planned Equality Begins at Home 
as a major initiative to push state lawmakers 
to support a platform of equality. From Cal¬ 
ifornia to Maine, LGBT people will come out 
and speak up in simultaneous events na¬ 
tionwide, most of which will take place at 


state capitals. 

“It’s getting more impressive, there are 
now close to 200 events and every single state 
is participating,” Tracey Conaty, NGLTF’s 
communications director, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It’s a momentous event for our 
movement. It’s really resonating with our 
people across the country.” 

She added that the organization hopes

SF Main Library staff seeks 
justice for local gay man

N early three years after a gay San 
Francisco librarian was fired amid 
accusations of child molestation, a 
judge has dismissed the criminal 
charges in the case but the controversy con¬ 
tinues. Current library staff members famil¬ 
iar with the case are calling for action to re¬ 
store the job and reputation of a dedicated 
man they believe was grossly mistreated. 

John Philbrook worked for 11 years as as¬ 
sistant librarian to the city and in the chil¬ 
dren’s center of the San Francisco Main Li¬ 
brary. The San Francisco Foundation hon¬ 
ored him for his hard work and exemplary 
service to the city, and the mayor’s office des¬ 
ignated him a “community treasure” for his 
work with the city’s youth, especially his 
work with the less-advantaged children of 
San Francisco’s Tenderloin District. 

But Philbrook’s career came to an abrupt 
halt in April 1996 when Jesse Huynh, a 17- 
year-old hired youth worker at the library, 
accused Philbrook of sexual molestation and 
reported those charges to head management 
at the library. Several employees of the li¬ 
brary who knew Huynh and who were close 
to Philbrook believe Huynh’s charges may

have been a set-up intended to purge the li¬ 
brary of Philbrook and others who have 
stood up and openly voiced concern over the 
operation and management of the institu¬ 


tion, especially those who voiced concern 
about the city’s New Main Library at San 
Francisco’s Civic Center. 

In fact, Philbrook was fired one week 
after the opening of the new library, a build¬ 
ing he considered of questionable suitability 
from the beginning. As plans for its con¬ 
struction began to surface in 1991, Philbrook 
and several colleagues reacted to the future 
building’s challenging new designs by sub¬ 
mitting a petition to the architects and to the 
San Francisco Library Commission, present¬ 
ing the concerns of those who would use the 
building most. 

The petition highlighted inefficient use of 
space, the likelihood of “sick building syn¬ 
drome” due to designs that focused on style 
rather than function, and the probable threat 
to the health of patrons and library staff 
from new implements - like toxic chemicals 
that would be used to treat furniture and 
clean the wall-to-wall carpeting - necessary 
in maintaining the new facility. 

The petition was sharply criticized by 
both the mayor’s office and by proponents 
of the new building who thought that spend¬ 
ing nearly $100 million was not only pru¬ 
dent, but also necessary in a world-class city.

Gay couples to 
wed at City Hall

nee again, San Francisco 
Mayor Willie Brown will 
host his third annual same- 
sex “wedding” ceremony on Fri¬ 
day, March 26. The first ceremony 
was held March 25, 1996 in the 
Herbst Theatre and drew interna¬ 
tional media attention; an esti¬ 
mated 150 couples are expected 
this year, with attendance antici¬ 
pated at 2,000 people. 

The wedding ceremony is not 
legally binding, but is a symbolic 
recognition of gay and lesbian 
couples. 

This year, the ceremony will be 
held in the magnificently refur¬ 
bished rotunda in City Hall at 6 
p.m., preceded by a catered recep¬ 
tion in the North Light Court at 
5:30. The mayor invites everyone 
who has ever registered as a do¬ 
mestic partner in San Francisco to 
participate in the event. Addition¬ 
ally, couples from throughout Cal¬ 
ifornia are invited to participate in 
the ceremony and join in a group 


photo on the marble staircase. 

“I want to put a human face on 
gay and lesbian relationships for 
the citizens of California to see 
before they are bombarded with 
anti-gay ads for the Knight initia¬ 
tive,” Brown said, referring to state 
Senator Pete Knight’s (R-Palm- 
dale) measure slated for the 
March 2000 ballot that would ban 
same-sex marriage in California. 

“As we did in 1996 when the na¬ 
tional debate on same-sex marriage 
was launched, we will again be in 
the forefront of educating the pub¬ 
lic about these loving and commit¬ 
ted relationships,” the mayor said. 

The mayor also announced 
that the popular raffle of “wed¬ 
ding gifts” will again be held this 
year. 

Mayoral aide Michael Col- 
bruno told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the invitation to couples out¬ 
side of San Francisco is something 
new this year, and that the city has 
had special certificates made for 
them. About 4,000 gay and straight 
couples are currently registered as 
domestic partners in the city. 


San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors President Tom Ammiano 
will co-emcee the event with 
Brown. Members of the Board of 
Supervisors will also join the 
mayor in performing ceremonies. 

For the second year, Just 
Desserts will create the wedding 
cake for the event. Decorator 
Richard Salinas will create a majes¬ 
tic tiered cake in subdued versions 
of the rainbow flag colors. Each of 
the seven layers will form a differ¬ 
ent band of the rainbow, decorated 
with a “whimsical fondant ap¬ 
plique.” In order to give all 300 new¬ 
lyweds a cake slice, the creation, in¬ 
cluding frosting, will reach a height 
of almost 3 feet. Same-sex figurines 
- two brides and two grooms - will 
adorn the top layer. ▼

Women's summit scholarship

8 H alk show host, entrepreneur, 
and actress Oprah Winfrey 
m will serve as a keynote 
speaker for the second annual 
Mayor’s Summit for Women, 
scheduled for Friday, April 16 at 
the Moscone Center in downtown 
San Francisco. While the ticket 
price is $75 per person, the same 
as last year, a limited number of 
scholarships are available and the 
deadline for applying is Monday, 
March 15, organizers said. 

Early registration is recom¬ 
mended; the summit runs from 7 
a.m. until 5:30 p.m. Joining Win¬ 
frey as a keynote speaker will be 
Dr. Lorraine Monroe, author of 
Nothing is Impossible. 

As with last year’s event, a 
number of local women have 
done outreach work and the con¬ 
ference promises to bring togeth¬ 
er women from all walks of life - 
from students to professional 
women, full-time mothers, and 
senior women. One innovation to 


the 1999 summit will allow those 
women to be heard as never be¬ 
fore, with an interactive audience 
response devise. With the push of 
a button, moderators can take an 
instant survey of the attendees, in 
a revealing snapshot of their opin¬ 
ions and lifestyles.

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Gay mayoral candidate 
unveils Muni charter 
amendment

S an Francisco residents are 
virtually assured of voting 
on at least one City Charter 
amendment relating to the belea¬ 
guered Muni system this Novem¬ 
ber. A task force set up by Mayor 
Willie Brown has proposed a re¬ 
structuring of the system that 
would be a charter amendment; 
the Rescue Muni rider group has 
announced it is collecting signa¬ 
tures for its charter amendment 
proposal; and on Tuesday, March 
2, openly gay mayoral candidate 
Jim Reid kicked off his campaign 
and announced, yes, his own 
charter amendment for fixing 
Muni. 

Both Rescue Muni and Reid’s 
proposals are in the signature 
gathering stage - each has until 
July to gather 44,888 valid signa¬ 
tures, or 10 percent of the elec¬ 
torate - to qualify for the Novem¬ 
ber ballot. 

At his campaign kick-off, Reid, 
48, a retired independent contrac¬ 
tor, said he welcomes the debate 
on all three proposals. “I think 
they will conflict and that’s good,” 
he said. “Conflict creates discus¬ 
sion and I certainly intend to fight 
for a charter amendment that re¬ 


quires the people running Muni 
to ride Muni.” 

Reid, who got 16,390 votes in 
his unsuccessful bid for supervisor 
last November, formally launched 
his campaign for mayor on the 
steps of City Hall surrounded by 
about 10 supporters. A small 
crowd stopped to listen to his plat¬ 
form, which in addition to fixing 
Muni includes working to solve 
the homeless situation and litter. 

Reid is focused on his three 
main issues and his campaign has 
confidence, but he is considered 
an underdog because he lacks 
money and probably won’t spend 
over $100,000. Brown spent over 
$2 million to win the race four 
years ago and the mayor’s other 
declared challenger, former polit¬ 
ical consultant Clint Reilly, is a 
millionaire. 

“I take my candidacy serious¬ 
ly,” Reid said. “I’m not a politician 
and have no political debt.” 

An article in last week’s Bay 
Area Reporter detailed Reid’s re¬ 
cent stint spending nine days in 
various homeless shelters around 
the city, in an effort to study that 
problem so that he could come up 
with longterm solutions. 

With three potential charter 
amendments heading to voters 
this fall, Reid said that Muni will 


be fixed “one way or another.” 

Both the mayor’s task force 
and Rescue Muni’s proposals 
would also make Muni a quasi¬ 
independent agency. The Rescue 
Muni plan calls for the transit de¬ 
partment to become part of the 
Department of Parking and Traf¬ 
fic. The city’s proposal calls for the 
formation of a new commission. 

Unlike the other two proposed 
charter amendments, Reid’s 
would set up a Transit Authority 
Board whose members would be 
chosen as follows: three would be 
elected by city voters; three would 
be elected by registered transit 
riders who live in the city; and 
three would be elected by transit 
workers who are city employees. 
The board would also be respon¬ 
sible for hiring a public transit 
manager, subject to approval of 
the Board of Supervisors. The su¬ 
pervisors would need a three- 
fourths vote to veto any action 
taken by the transit board. Addi¬ 
tionally, the proposal requires the 
mayor to ride a different Muni 
route each month for at least two 
hours. The transit board directors 
would also be required to ride 
Muni to and from work every day 
and document the travel in order 
to get paid an annual salary of 
$96,000 each. T 


Mark Leno initiates 
two DP measures

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno initiated actions 
Monday, February 22 to rec¬ 
ognized same-sex partners on ap¬ 
plicable city paperwork, and ask¬ 
ing city agencies to demonstrate 
how they comply with a 1998 ex¬ 
ecutive order compelling equal 
treatment of domestic partners 
and spouses. 

Leno asked the City Attorney’s 
office to draft legislation that 
would require all city depart¬ 
ments to have a designation for 
domestic partner status on all of¬ 
ficial forms that require people to 
identify their marital status. Leno 
was quick to point out that de¬ 
partments routinely update and 
improve their commonly used 
forms, and that the transition 
could be made in a cost efficient 
manner. 

To show the need for such leg¬ 
islation, the supervisor displayed 
a death certificate filled out by a 
man for his deceased domestic 
partner. There is no specific list¬ 
ing for domestic partner on the 
form, and the surviving partner 
was prevented from listing him¬ 
self as a spouse. Because he was 
serving as executor of his domes¬ 
tic partner’s will, the death certifi¬ 
cate inaccurately lists him as 
power of attorney. 

“It is a simple matter of respect 
for our citizens who are domestic 
partners, that our city agencies 
provide official recognition to 


them,” said Leno. “It doesn’t make 
sense for the city to legally recog¬ 
nize domestic partnership and 
then diminish the validity of that 
relationship by not recognizing it 
in practice. As a basic record¬ 
keeping practice, we want to 
know which city departments do¬ 
mestic partners access and what 
they provide to the city through 
those departments.” 

Leno said he believes that 
changing the city’s forms and 
pursuing better record-keeping 
can actually save paperwork for 
city employees who are registered 
as domestic partners. “It simply 
does not make sense that you can 
be an employee of San Francisco 
and a registered domestic partner 
in San Francisco, but still have to 
fill out an additional affidavit to 
apply for health benefits which 
they are entitled to receive,” he 
said. “This is an additional burden 
which married employees do not 
have to undertake. Changing our 
forms now can have a ripple effect 
for agencies which currently re¬ 
quire duplicate paperwork of do¬ 
mestic partners.” 

Equal services to DPs 

Leno has also launched an in¬ 
quiry to 23 city departments, 
commissions, and offices asking 
them to show how they comply in 
specific areas with the mayor’s ex¬ 
ecutive order concerning equal 
treatment of the city’s domestic 
partners and spouses. He’s ex¬ 
pecting to hear back from the 
governmental bodies within the 


next 30 days, and some depart¬ 
ments have already contacted 
Leno’s office regarding the matter. 

“There are subtle policy im¬ 
provements which many depart¬ 
ments can make to ensure they 
are offering the same services to 
San Francisco’s domestic partners 
that they offer to married citi¬ 
zens,” Leno said. “We want to 
make sure that when the city 
serves the general public, we af¬ 
ford the same conveniences, ser¬ 
vices, or advantages to domestic 
partners as we do to married per¬ 
sons.” 

City departments that are in 
full compliance with the non-dis¬ 
crimination law may still need to 
modify their policies to come into 
compliance with the spirit of the 
mayor’s executive order. Leno of¬ 
fered examples ranging from who 
may retrieve a pet that’s been im¬ 
pounded to visitation rights at 
adult probation facilities. 

Mayor Willie Brown issued an 
executive order March 25, 1998 
that directs each department to 
implement a complete domestic 
partners program. It states in part, 
“[I]t is my intention to offer every 
benefit possible to domestic part¬ 
ners within the jurisdiction of the 
law.” According to Leno, “The 
mayor was absolutely clear in his 
intentions - equality to the full 
extent of the law. His office has 
followed up with departments, 
and we want to provide assistance 
with respect to certain policies 
which may or may not need mod¬ 
ification.” ▼

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Peter Teague 
now atop Horizons

T he Horizons Foundation’s 
board of directors has hired 
nonprofit administrator 
Peter Teague as the organization’s 
new executive director; Teague 
started the job February 15. Found¬ 
ed in 1979, the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion was the nation’s first founda¬ 
tion to serve lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) people. 

Teague, who is openly gay, was 
graduated from the University of 
California’s Hastings College of 
the Law in 1990 and practiced law 
with the firm of Steefel, Levitt & 
Weiss in San Francisco. He was a 
principal legislative advisor to U.S. 
Senator Barbara Boxer, a policy 
advisor to Dianne Feinstein dur¬ 
ing her successful campaign for 
the Senate in 1992, and the senior 
environmental policy aide to for¬ 
mer Congressman Leon Panetta. 

“I couldn’t be more pleased for 
the Horizons Foundation or for 
Peter,” said Boxer. “Peter was there 
with me when we took the fights 
over Roberta Achtenberg’s nomi¬ 
nation [for a federal appointment] 
and gays in the military to the 
floor of the U.S. Senate. I know his 
commitment to the gay and les¬ 
bian community runs deep, and I 
expect great things of Peter as he 
takes on this new challenge.” 

After working in the political 
arena, Teague served as senior 
program officer and program of¬ 
ficer of the nonprofit Tides Foun¬ 
dation. Since 1995 he was in¬ 
volved in developing grant-mak¬ 
ing strategies in the areas of the 
environment, democratic renew¬ 
al, AIDS, and gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues. It was in the area of AIDS - 
specifically the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation’s (SFAF) AIDS 
Walk events - that some contro¬ 
versy surrounded Teague and the 
Tides Foundation over its grant¬ 
making decisions. ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate was denied AIDS Walk 
funding in 1997, while some na¬ 
tional AIDS groups were awarded |

funds from the San Francisco 
event. Tides Foundation staff later 
confirmed that they didn’t actual¬ 
ly make all of the AIDS Walk 
grant decisions; SFAF retained 
some control over the process and 
was responsible for the national 
groups getting the money. 

Teague also serves on the na¬ 
tional boards of Funders Con¬ 
cerned About AIDS, the Center for 
Investigative Reporting, and the 
National Lesbian and Gay Com¬ 
munity Funding Partnership. 

Scott Hafner, chair of Hori¬ 
zons’ board, praised Teague’s se¬ 
lection. “Peter brings to Horizons 
impressive expertise as a grant- 
maker, attorney, policy analyst, 
philanthropic advisor, and man¬ 
ager. As a member of our board 
for two years, Peter helped lead 
Horizons through a visionary pe¬ 
riod of extraordinary growth, and 
we look forward to accomplishing 
great things with him at the 
helm,” Hafner said. 

The Horizons Foundation 
granted its one millionth dollar 
last year. The organization’s mis¬ 
sion is to improve the human ser¬ 
vices and quality of life of LGBT 
youth and adults in the nine- 
county Bay Area. The foundation 
fulfills its mission by raising and 
granting funds to seed emerging 


programs and build the capacity 
of existing programs; providing 
technical assistance to groups and 
individuals; and encouraging 
philanthropic activism to sustain 
a tradition of giving in the LGBT 
community. Teague oversees an 
annual budget of $750,000 and a 
five-person staff, and is paid an 
annual salary of $60,000. 

“It’s been wonderful. I’m de¬ 
lighted at the reception we’ve re¬ 
ceived,” Teague told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “There’s a lot of enthu¬ 
siasm and the staff is wonderful.” 

Teague pointed out the foun¬ 
dation’s emerging goals, saying, 
“The people Horizons is commit¬ 
ted to serving make enormous 
contributions to their communi¬ 
ties, but those contributions are 
often invisible because of society’s 
deeply ingrained fear and igno¬ 
rance. Our goal is to improve so¬ 
ciety by helping gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender people to 
fulfill their potential; ultimately, 
this means we must work with 
out grantees and donors to end 
homophobia.” 

He said he intends to build on 
the increasing capacity of the 
foundation, expand planned and 
major gifts, and emphasize donor 
education. In the past two years, 
Horizons’ grant-making has in¬ 
creased 217 percent; revenue has 
increased 161 percent; and the 
number of donors has increased 
76 percent. 

“The Horizons Foundation 
serves the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity not merely as a strategic 
grant-maker,” said longtime Hori¬ 
zon supporter James Hormel. 
“Perhaps more important is its 
ability to inspire all of us to see 
the value of our philanthropy and 
to become active participants. I 
look forward to working with 
Peter in his efforts to guide Hori¬ 
zons to leadership in that role.” ▼

Ron Dellums joins 
AIDS Action board

F ormer East Bay Congress¬ 
man Ronald V. Dellums has 
joined the board of direc¬ 
tors of AIDS Action, a network of 
3,200 national community-based 
organizations dedicated to advo¬ 
cacy on a federal level on behalf of 
people with HIV/AIDS. 

“Ron Dellums went to Con¬ 
gress in 1970 to end the war in 
Vietnam; 30 years later, he comes 
to AIDS Action to fight the war on 
AIDS,” said Daniel Zingale, the 
group’s executive director. 

"On international human 
rights and AIDS issues, there has 
been no voice in Washington 
more powerful than Ron Del¬ 
lums,” Zingale added. “His leader¬ 
ship and effectiveness will help 
bring a new focus on the need for 
America to ensure that every 
human being is protected from 
the ravages of HIV/AIDS.” 


While new AIDS drugs are 
prolonging the lives of thousands 
of HIV-positive Americans, their 
high cost makes them effectively 
unavailable to the majority of 
HIV-infected people worldwide, 
and especially for those in under¬ 
developed nations, which now 
comprise 90 percent of the 
world’s HIV-positive populations. 
This problem is expected to wors¬ 
en, since President Clinton’s bud¬ 
get proposal for next year includes 
cuts in spending in support of in¬ 
ternational AIDS programs. 

Dellums has been a long¬ 
standing advocate for increased 
access to medical care, both do¬ 
mestically and internationally. 
Earlier this year, he proposed that 
the United States develop an 
“AIDS Marshall Plan” for Africa, 
referring to the massive United 
States economic development 
plan that rapidly rebuilt Europe 
immediately after World War II. 

“We’re talking about one of the 


great moral imperatives of our 
generation,” Dellums said. “We’re 
talking about 21 million people 
dying from AIDS in sub-Sahara 
Africa over the next 10 years. It’s 
an amazing number, but some¬ 
how we have to find a way to 
come to grips with this.” 

Dellums represented the East 
Bay’s 9th Congressional District, 
which includes Oakland and 
Berkeley, for 27 years. During the 
early 1990s he chaired the House 
Armed Services Committee, ad¬ 
vocating for gays in the military 
and for the repeal of the ban from 
service of HIV-positive military 
personnel. 

Dellums served on the Berke¬ 
ley City Council before his elec¬ 
tion to Congress, and had a dis¬ 
tinguished career as a psychiatric 
social worker and job training and 
development program manager. 
He is currently president of 
Healthcare International Manage¬ 
ment Company. T

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Bush: The White stuff 


L ast week the New Conservatory The¬ 
atre opened the San Francisco pre¬ 
miere of The Harvey Milk Show: A 
Passion Play, a stripped-down (but never¬ 
theless affecting) production of a musical 
by Dan Pruitt and Patrick Hutchinson. 

The show is as entertaining as a reunion 
with the funniest best friend you’ve ever 
had, a refreshing antidote to the dreary 
opera about Milk’s life that played here a 
few years ago, and terrifically instructive 
and educational (two words that frequent¬ 
ly deter audiences from going, but should¬ 
n’t). But this isn’t meant to be a review (for 
that, see Richard Dodd’s report on page 
31). We mention the show because it con¬ 
tains a chilling moment when one man says 
to another in the days of Milk’s second 
campaign, “I think that Dan White is cute.” 

For those who are too young to remem¬ 
ber, White was the former police officer and 
firefighter who was elected supervisor and 
then shot Milk to death in City Hall. Also 
for those who don’t remember, White was 
“cute” in a stolid kind of way - the kind who 
might appeal to men who peruse personal 
ads for “str8 acting, str8 appearing” guys. 
During intermission, as a group of longtime 
residents discussed the show and that dis¬ 
turbing line, one man confirmed a secret 
shared by a lot of gay San Franciscans of the 
time: they voted for Dan White because they 
had a vote to spare and, well, he was attrac¬ 
tive. Nobody had any idea he was crazy. He 
couldn’t be dangerous. He didn’t look it. 

This isn’t to criticize the men who voted 
for White - that’s water and blood under 
the bridge - but to caution those who may 
now be harboring some of those same feel¬ 
ings about George W. Bush. 

Bush, the son of Iran-Contra figure 
George H. Bush (and therefore, not techni¬ 
cally George Bush, Jr.), is gradually entering 
the race for the White House. He has plen¬ 
ty of backing, little political baggage, and a 
face tailor-made for politics - if Clint East- 
wood and Mel Gibson had a son, he might 
look like George W. Bush. This isn’t drool¬ 
ing, this is assessing: he’s good-looking. But 
cobras and lion fish and many other things 
in the wild are also beautiful but not good 
for you. And as George Bush’s numbers rise 
we hope people will have the sense to avoid 


basing any kind of assessment on his face, 
grace, or photogenic qualities. 

The truth is, Bush has done little to in¬ 
volve the gay community in his very 
uneventful and relatively short po¬ 
litical career, but what he has said 
about our issues has been solid¬ 
ly in line with fundamentalist 
dogma. He finds it easy for him 
to treat us as “others,” a group 
who are so different they cannot be 
equal, as he shows with his disregard of 
- for one example - gay and 
lesbian parents. That makes 
him no worse than any of the 
other Republican presidential 
hopefuls who lined up on the 
far right in Sacramento last week - for de¬ 
tails, see Wayne Friday on page 9 - but it 
also makes him no better. Bush looks like a 
person who could be reasonable, but the 


only people he listens to are those who 
want to stop the gay movement cold. 

It’s too early to seriously warn people 
not to vote for him, of course, and it would 
be silly to suggest that gays are more like¬ 
ly to vote for someone simply because 
they’re attractive. Quite the opposite: 
almost all Americans are encouraged 
to judge books by their covers, peo¬ 
ple by their weight and fashion sense, 
and candidates by their photo ops. It’s 
endemic, and hard to resist the 
* urge, but every conscientious 
voter must resist. Don’t give 
Bush the benefit of any doubt 
until you are sure you’re bas¬ 
ing your opinion on what he 
is, not what he looks like. Know that he 
does not consider you his equal. And that 
makes him ugly, no matter how attractive 
the face. ▼

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A uniform policy of inclusion

Mp he San Francisco Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment is conducting a recruitment 
if drive for new deputy sheriffs. Perhaps 
you will read about it in a community 
newspaper, or you will see flyers in the Cas¬ 
tro or on 18th Street. It’s possible you will 
hear about it on a public affairs radio or TV 
show or receive a brochure at a street fair or 
festival. 

The point is, we are a strong and visible 
presence in the gay community - as we have 
been since the early 1980s. The result of 
our long-term commitment to hiring 
gay men and women is immediately 
obvious. The San Francisco Sheriff’s 
Department is proud to have gay 
deputies in every department unit, 
as managers, supervisors, and line 
officers. Many have passed their 10- 
and 15-year mark of con¬ 
tinuous service. 

During our 1999 re¬ 
cruitment drive, volun¬ 
teer deputies will work throughout the gay 
community to make people aware of this 
unique job opportunity. Gay deputy sher¬ 
iffs will work with me and my recruitment 
staff to make sure every San Franciscan has 
an equal chance to begin a law enforcement 
career with us. 

But why create a recruitment outreach 
program to the gay community in San 
Francisco and the Bay Area? 

During the long histories of police and 
public safety agencies in this country, mi¬ 
norities and women have traditionally been 
denied equal employment opportunities. 

The reasons for this have varied, accord¬ 


ing to the false rationale of each historic era, 
but its basis was always rooted in cultural 
ignorance, sexism, or long-standing tradi¬ 
tion. And yes, homophobia. 

Genuine attempts to break through 
these practices by law enforcement execu¬ 
tives and elected officials were long in com¬ 
ing and are still very sluggish in most areas. 
The old myths hang on long after they’ve 
been disproved by experience and common 
sense, and, unfortunately, they have been re¬ 
cently reinforced by wrong-headed at¬ 
tempts to derail affirmative action. 

Certain groups “just can’t do the job,” 
we’re told. They’re “too weak,” it is said; oth¬ 
ers are “too short” or “too lazy.” Yet another 
group has “poor vision and can’t see well 
enough” to perform the duties re¬ 
quired. These and many other 
likewise specious arguments 
have been used for decades to 
bar the hiring of women and 
minorities for police and 
fire departments. 

These illogical preju¬ 
dices were wrong then, 
and they’re even more odious in today’s 
more enlightened and heterogeneous 
American society. 

As we move beyond the traditions of dis¬ 
crimination, past the passage of overdue 
civil rights statutes, and into an era of what 
should be de facto employment opportuni¬ 
ties for everyone, it becomes clear that the 
only way we can overcome the mistakes of 
the past is by implementing proactive poli¬ 
cies today. 

It is not enough to announce a commit¬ 
ment to equal opportunity. We must reach 
out and bring those opportunities directly 
to those who have been traditionally un-

derrepresented. We must meet with com¬ 
munity leaders and activists, work with mi¬ 
nority media in the neighborhoods and 
turn words into action. 

The results are inevitable and satisfying. 
In our case, we have a department with the 
highest female and minority representation 
of any major law enforcement agency in the 
nation - fully 65 percent of our total sworn 
team. 

We recruit in the gay community be¬ 
cause it is right And we recruit in the gay 
community because it makes us a better, 
more effective sheriff’s department. And 
that, after all is said and done, should be the 
goal of any good organization. T

Re: Preservationists fight to save the Daphne” by 
Cynthia Laird, February 18: The Community Center 
Project Board could easily resolve the conflict that has 
arisen between Bridge Housing Corp. and neighbor¬ 
hood preservationists who want to save the Daphne 
from demolition. It has only to: 1) persuade Bridge 
to exchange the Daphne property at Church and Her¬ 
mann for the cleared portion of the Center’s proper¬ 
ty at Market and Octavia; 2) instruct its architects to 
convert the Daphne for community center use; and 
3) lease the now landmarked Fallon Building at 1800 
Market to a developer for conversion to a Victorian 
bathhouse such has existed for years in downtown 
Portland, Oregon. 

This arrangement would do a lot to¬ 
ward making everyone happy. Our com 
munity would have a better located cen¬ 
ter with some parking space and room 
for expansion, and get a bathhouse to re¬ 
place those lost to the AIDS panic when a 
court order led to closures during the 
Feinstein administration. (Besides sav¬ 
ing many San Franciscans trips to those 
baths in Berkeley and San Jose, thereby 
keeping money in our community, an SF bathhouse 
would also please out-of-towners who expect one 
here.) Bridge could build affordable housing - not 93 
units certainly, but maybe a respectable 40. The Com¬ 
munity Center’s architects could continue to design 
in their preferred modernist idiom. The Community 
Center board could share in bathhouse profits for re¬ 
construction, new construction, and continuing sup¬ 
port of the center by virtue of its ownership of the 
Fallon Building. But perhaps most important, this 
arrangement could help dispel the bad karma the 
center board created when it defied community opin¬ 
ion by voting to demolish the Fallon Building and, 
following that insult, unapologetically demolished the 
1808 Club, a venerable operation that had managed 
to remain open through the 1980s and into the 1990s 
by its uncompromising enforcement of safe sex be¬ 
haviors. 

But is anyone Reilly listening, or doesn’t anyone 
Willie care?

We have qualified lesbian and gay ministers and 
rabbis who have devoted their lives, working in their 
own churches to protect us from the ravages of prej¬ 
udice, advocating for our rights and to qualify mar¬ 
riage and unions within their congregations. We have 
our own Metropolitan Community Church, a de¬ 
nomination which ministers in some of the most dif¬ 
ficult circumstances and inhospitable places in the 
world. We have lesbian and gay-friendly straight min¬ 
isters who advocate for us in congregations in spite of 
the hardships it causes them personally. A blessing 
from any of these brave souls stands for something 
and honors our commitments with the example of 
their own. 

A “blessing” from a self-seeking political oppor¬ 
tunist can only bring disrepute to our cause. No won¬ 
der the right wing welcomes Willie Brown’s timely 
embrace of same-sex marriage.

Tribes and tribulations 

It is said that gay people are the only humans who 
have to find their tribe, rather than being born into it. 
So many of us have experienced unimaginable diffi¬ 
culties in finding the Rainbow Tribe that such stories 
constitute a significant portion of our culture’s nar¬ 
rative. Many of us have worked to make the neigh¬ 
borhoods, cities, states, and countries where we live 
safer and more accepting of those who are different. 
That is why it is so troubling to see such rejection 
from some Castro area residents who opposed the 
shelter for gay homeless youth that is so desperately 
needed in our community. 

One of many attempts by a post-Cold War Amer¬ 
ica to create a new enemy with a face, unreconstruct¬ 
ed prejudice against homeless individuals by labeling 
them as bums, drunkards, drug users, social vam¬ 
pires, etc., is a tactic that has been used against les¬ 
bians and gay men through attempts to depict us as 
pederasts and sex-fiends, by demonizing a peripher- 
alized minority. Further victimizing gay homeless 
youth for leaving abusive families and communities 
serves no purpose except to foster an “us vs. them” 
mentality, when we actually constitute the same 
[lavender] family, different and seeking our own kind, 
our own place in this world. If we turn our backs on 
those who find themselves rejected by their families 
and communities of origin because of their psycho- 
sexual identity, we are only perpetuating the institu¬ 
tionalized homophobia that we all have experienced 
and we must not permit this to happen. If the essence 
of the Castro and San Francisco’s identity as a social 
community is the celebration of diversity, then we 
must not turn our backs on young gay people who 
are seeking our help. Either the rainbow flag includes 
everybody or it is not worth the value of the fabric 
from which it is made. It matters not how someone is 
found in need, what matters is that we reach out with 
helping hands and accepting hearts, not giving the 
cold shoulder of dismissal. 

Many of us have arrived in San Francisco as 
refugees of one sort or another and we have - some 
with considerable difficulty - found a place where we 
can belong and be accepted, feel safe, grow, and con¬ 
tribute to society. The present widely hyped econom¬ 
ic boom is not shared by all people, despite popular 
thinking fueled by the media and governmental pro¬ 
paganda, and with 36 million Americans living in fed¬ 
erally-defined poverty (United States Department of 
Commerce, 1998), we inevitably see people lacking 
housing, food, health care, etc. This reality hits far too 
close to home for many of us and we see ourselves 
uncomfortably projected onto the homeless, as more 
than a few of us are or could be a paycheck or two 
away from homelessness, joblessness, lacking health 
care, or struggling with other hardships. Gay home¬ 
less youth doubly challenge us by their very presence. 
It is just too hard to acknowledge that that kid staring 
me in the face could be (or could have been) me, that 
the sleeping woman literally has nowhere else safe to 
go, and that the countless indignities faced by home¬ 
less people is not a matter of our inconvenience, but 
is instead one of basic human rights denied by a so¬ 
ciety more focused on competition and profit-mak¬ 
ing than it is on creating, nurturing, learning, and in¬ 
clusion. The way we treat gay youth is a mirror for 
how we think and feel about ourselves. 

Is it not the responsibility of the parent to make 
the child’s life better than was the mother’s or father’s? 
These young men and women are our children and 
we must take better care of them than how we were 
treated and how they’ve been treated. We have 
worked far too long and far too hard to turn our 
backs on the very people that we have been trying to 
liberate. Have we allowed society’s homophobic val¬ 
ues and intolerance to shape our thinking about and 
behavior toward lesbigay youth, keeping ourselves 
distanced from them and their frequently over¬ 
whelming needs? Is it just too painful to admit that 
we have failed so miserably economically that the 
homeless populating our streets, parks, and sidewalks 
are indicators that all is truly not right with our 
world? How many of us have actually taken the time 
to stop and speak with - not to - a homeless man or 
woman? 

For me, the question is would we rather have gay 
youth trying to find help in a resourceful communi¬ 
ty or continue to be brutalized by society’s hatred and 
indifference? If lesbian and gay adults do not care for 
gay and lesbian youth, who will? We must not per¬ 
petuate such abuse in any form, no matter how it is 
presented and no matter how our intentions are 
framed. San Francisco has the social, economic, and 
community resources to provide assistance to gay 
youth and now is the time for us to embrace our en¬ 
tire family, not just those with jobs, homes, or those 
who are otherwise privileged. It is our obligation to 
help homeless gay youth and now is the time for us to 
do so. Our supervisors are providing true leadership 
in this matter and San Franciscans can be rightly 
proud of them.

...but Pete Wilson stays out of the fray

C alifornia’s new winner-take- 
all presidential primary 
takes place only one year 
from now, on March 7,2000. That 
partially explains why conserva¬ 
tive, pro-life, anti-gay presidential 
hopefuls were so abundant at the 
state Republican convention over 
the past weekend in Sacramento. 
GOP White House wannabes el¬ 
bowing each other out of the way 
were Senators John McCain (of 
Arizona) and Bob Smith (New 
Hampshire), former Tennessee 
Governor Lamar Alexander, 
anti-gay religious activist Gary 
Bauer, Forbes magazine publisher 
Steve Forbes, former veep Dan 
Quayle, and perennial candidate 
Alan Keyes. The two leading 
GOP prexy candidates, Texas 
Governor George W. Bush and 
former cabinet officer Elizabeth 
Dole, were no-shows. (Incidental¬ 
ly, a recent poll nationwide 
showed that no less than 38 per¬ 
cent of those asked have Texas 
Governor “Junior” Bush confused 
with his dad, the former presi¬ 
dent.) 

One GOP candidate who was¬ 
n’t invited by California Republi¬ 
cans was Representative John Ka- 
sich of Ohio, because two years 
ago Kasich agreed to speak at a 
fund-raising breakfast for a De¬ 
mocratic friend, California Repre¬ 
sentative Gary Condit. Although 
Condit later withdrew the invita¬ 
tion, some Republicans were 
miffed and aren’t about to forgive 
the Ohio Republican for having a 
Democrat (albeit a very conserva¬ 
tive one) as a friend: “Kasich 
showed little interest in fence- 
mending until he decided to run 
for president,” one state GOP offi¬ 
cial huffed. 



Ex-Governor Pete Wilson 


Another face not among the 
White House hopefuls was former 
Governor Pete Wilson, who an¬ 
nounced a couple of weeks ago 
that he will not seek the Republi¬ 
can presidential nomination next 
year. While once thought to be a 
somewhat attractive moderate 
Republican presidential possibili¬ 
ty, Wilson’s presidential star ap¬ 
peal faded long ago. While an¬ 
nouncing he won’t run next year, 
he insisted that he “has not ruled 
out a possible future presidential 
campaign” - but everyone else 
seems to have done so. Now 65, it 
is most unlikely that Wilson will 
ever be president; this guy is defi¬ 
nitely no Ronald Reagan. 

Some of Wilson’s closest advi¬ 
sors were still trying to keep his 
future political hopes alive by sug¬ 
gesting that he might even seek a 
return to the U.S. Senate and a re¬ 
match with incumbent Dianne 
Feinstein, whom he defeated in 


the governor’s race in 1990, or as a 
potential vice presidential nomi¬ 
nee next year. Don’t buy it. Most 
Sacramento (and Washington) 
political observers feel that his day 
in national politics clearly passed 
him by in January when he was 
“termed-out” as the governor of 
the nation’s largest state - and 
being replaced by a Democrat did 
little to help his future. 

Those same folks closest to the 
governor privately admit that 
Wilson’s own mistakes led to his 
failure to emerge as a candidate in 
next year’s presidential sweep- 
stakes. The worst blunders date 
back to 1994 when he was run¬ 
ning for re-election as 
governor. Finding him¬ 
self trailing badly in the 
polls, Wilson recognized 
“wedge politics” as the 
only way to get re¬ 
elected, so he latched 
on to the obviously 
unconstitu¬ 
tional, howev¬ 
er popular, 

Proposition 
187 as his ticket to re-election. He 
was able to tap into strong anti¬ 
immigrant feelings, and won re- 
election easily over Kathleen 
Brown, but his reputation as 
being anti-immigrant immediate¬ 
ly hurt his chances to ever again 
compete on the national stage. 
The other highly publicized mis¬ 
take that year was telling Califor¬ 
nia voters he would, under no 
means, run for president in 1996, 
allying fears that he would be an 
absentee governor while pursuing 
higher office. Then, only after a 
few months, but after the gover¬ 
nor’s re-election was safely in 
hand, Wilson up and announced 
he was off and running for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 
Shortly thereafter he was forced to 
undergo surgery on his vocal 
cords, leaving him speechless for 
several weeks - a devastating blow 
to any politician - and the rest of 
his 1996 presidential campaign 
was history. (Wilson, of course, 
blamed his sorry run for the pres¬ 
idency in 1996 on his lost voice, 
rumors of cancer, and the like, but 
most still will tell you that Wil¬ 
son’s ill-defined presidency race 
was the product of his own ego.) 

In a statement released to the 
press during his recent announce¬ 
ment, Wilson insisted that one 
should “not expect me to go qui¬ 
etly into the night.” No, Pete, just 
go quietly to that popular resting 
grounds for Republican political 
has-beens, Stanford University’s 
Hoover Institution. 

Politics and people 

So you want to be a judge? 
Former Los Angeles City Attorney 
Burt Pines, now Governor Gray 
Davis’s judicial appointments 
secretary, tells reporters that a new 
question, asking whether a candi¬ 
date for judge “has ever belonged 
to a club that discriminates on the 
basis of race, religion, sex, sexual 
orientation , or disability” has been 
added to the questionnaire of ju¬ 
dicial hopefuls. There are current¬ 
ly over a dozen judgeships vacant 
for Davis to fill, but don’t look for 
the first appointment until about 
June 

San Diego councilwoman 
Christine Kehoe, the lesbian De¬ 
mocrat who nearly won a House 


of Representatives seat in Novem¬ 
ber, has announced that she will 
run for the 76th District Assem¬ 
bly seat next year - the incum¬ 
bent, Democrat Susan Davis, will 
be termed out - and Kehoe im¬ 
mediately becomes the early fa¬ 
vorite in that Assembly race. 

Bob Dole’s TV ad urging men 
to seek treatment for erectile dys¬ 
function has prompted a protest 
from conservative anti-gay Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition head Lou 
Sheldon, who wants Dole to drop 
the word “partners” and use 
“spouses” instead. (Not that I like 
the commercials, or in fact any¬ 
thing that makes me con¬ 
sider Dole’s banana - 
dysfunctional or erect 
- but it’s clearly time 
for Sheldon to get a 
life, even if he has to 
pop a Viagra or two 
to do it.) 

Will Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton 

run for the 
U.S. Senate in 
2000 from 
New York? No; not a chance (and 
you can take that one to the bank). 

If there is one Republican-held 
congressional seat that California 
Democrats want to win next year 
- badly - it is that of Representa¬ 
tive James Rogan in the 27th 
District (Glendale). Rogan has 
successfully been able to portray 
himself as a moderate in the past, 
but The National Journal recently 
put his voting record to the right 
of North Carolina Senator Jesse 
Helms, and with Rogan acting as 
one of the House managers of the 
impeachment team (while 55 per¬ 
cent of the voters in the 27th CD 
opposed impeachment of Clin¬ 
ton) look for the Democratic 
party to nominate - and very pos¬ 
sible elect - Assemblyman Jack 
Scott to Rogan’s seat in 2000. In¬ 
terestingly, gay activist Chastity 
Bono was recently spotted having 
a private dinner with Rogan. No 
word on what kind of advice she 
was offering. 

Political writers have been 
noticing that Los Angeles Mayor 
Richard Riordan, an “indepen¬ 
dent” moderate Republican, 
seems to have been endorsing a 
lot of Democratic party members 
for various state and local office 
recently (No, I haven’t a clue as to 
what that means. 

Here at home, neither Super¬ 
visors Mark Leno nor Leslie 
Katz made any points with Board 
PrezTom Ammiano for their re¬ 
cent ATM votes in February. 

And, incidentally, Supervisor 
Barbara Kaufman’s recent ap¬ 
pearance on Bruce Petit’s TV in¬ 
terview show reminded me that 
she will be termed out next year. 
(Just thought I’d mention it, 
folks.) 

The “Quote of the Week” 
comes from J. C. Watts Sr., a 

75-year-old joke-telling Baptist 
preacher from Eufaula, Okla¬ 
homa, who happens to be the fa¬ 
ther of Representative J. C. 
Watts Jr., the only black Repub¬ 
lican member of the House: “A 
black man voting for the Republi¬ 
cans makes about as much sense 
as a chicken voting for Colonel 
Sanders - personally, I couldn’t 
be a Republican because the Re¬ 
publican Party is very much 
against the poor man.” ▼

I mmediately after a lead char¬ 
acter came out of the closet on 
the WB networks hit show 
Dawson's Creek in a couple of 
episodes, another of the net¬ 
work’s top-rated shows promi¬ 
nently featured gay themes last 
week. 

The February 23 episode of 
Felicity opened with Javier, boss 
of the title character, Felicity 
Porter (Keri Russell), proposing 
marriage to her. While she had 
initially been reluctant to 
marry Javier, since 
“there’s only one real 
reason to get married 
... and that’s for love,” 

Felicity changed her 
mind when she 
learned that Javier 
would be deported if 
he didn’t get married, 
and would be separated from his 
partner, Samuel. 

“If I married Javier,” she told 
her friend Sally in a taped letter, 
“it would be for love. I mean, its 
not often you find your soul mate 
... and Javier has found his.” 
Javier’s partner demanded (and 
was granted) a transfer when he 
found out that Javier planned to 
marry Felicity, and the wedding 
was canceled. 

Felicity’s love interest, Noel 
Crane (Scott Foley) dealt with his 
own struggles in the episode. 
Noel’s brother Ryan came down 
to visit, saying he had some big 
news for Noel - who assumed 
that his brother has proposed to 
his longtime girlfriend. Instead, 
Ryan took Noel to a bar, where he 
told him he broke up with his 
girlfriend, and that it “[t]urns out 
I’m gay.” Noel told Ryan “I’m not 
upset,” saying “Okay, if that’s the 
way it is, then okay.” But he added 
that “I guess I don’t know you as 
well as I thought I did.” 

Noel later told Felicity, “You 
didn’t know Ryan in high school; 

I mean, he was the king of the 
studs. ... Girls loved Ryan! ... 
This isn’t sane. It’s got to be a 
phase; people don’t change that 
much overnight.” Ryan soon told 
Noel that in addition to being 
gay, he has a boyfriend, whom he 
invited to a dinner that Noel and 
Ryan had planned with Felicity. 
There Ryan announced plans to 
have a commitment ceremony 



with his boyfriend, overwhelming 
Noel. Noel lashes out - “What do 
you think mom and dad are 
going to say when you bring this 
up?” - and Ryan responded, “You 
know what’s nuts? I was going to 
ask for your support when I told 
them.” 

Ryan walked out, and it wasn’t 
until Noel bumped into Javier 
that he had a change of heart. Re¬ 
ferring to the fact that Felicity 
had offered to marry him, Javier 
said, “I can’t tell you how much it 
means to me that she real¬ 
ized how difficult it is - our 
situation, Samuel and 
me. You know, you’ll 
be surprised - a lot of 
people disapprove, but 
Felicity, no. She be¬ 
lieves in love.” 

In the end, Noel 
and Ryan made 
amends. The show 
closed with Sally’s re¬ 
sponse to Felicity: “As 
crazy as it is, I would have offered 
to marry Javier, too.... When you 
see someone in love, you want to 
do whatever you can for them, 
because the truth is, you want to 
be them.” 

The show dealt both with 
Ryan’s coming out and with 
Javier’s predicament in a com¬ 
pelling manner, using very current 
issues (such as the struggle for 
equal marriage rights and immi¬ 
grations problems) to illustrate 
the issues that lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender (LGBT) peo¬ 
ple face. It also broke stereotypes 
by discussing Ryan’s past, illustrat¬ 
ing the old proverb which says you 
can’t judge a book by its cover. 

Please thank the producers of 
Felicity and the WB Network for 
this educational and supportive 
look at the lives of two gay men 
and those around them.

its report. Based on a story that 
originally broke in the Associated 
Press, Rebecca Leung’s ABC- 
NEWS.com piece detailed the 
case, noting that this is the second 
time Colton has been victimized 
at a school, which has also al¬ 
legedly had a history of racial in¬ 
tolerance. 

What made the report special 
was the way ABCNEWS.com in¬ 
cluded related audio-visual 
footage of the report and a map 
showing the crime’s proximity to 
San Francisco, and provided a 
link to its July 1998 article on hate 
crimes against lesbians and gay 
men. That, in turn, also provided 
information to a number of les¬ 
bian and gay community organi¬ 
zations that provide important 
services to victims and other 
community members. 

This is certainly not the first 
time GLAAD has recognized 
ABCNEWS.com for the scope of 
its in-depth and contributing cov¬ 
erage of LGBT issues. It appears 
that they may be setting a new 
standard.

‘Jenny Jones’ killer of gay 
man to remain behind bars

} I suburban Detroit judge de¬ 
nied bond for 28-year-old 
Jr! Jonathan Schmitz, a man 
facing a new trial in the 1995 
death of a gay admirer who re¬ 
vealed his secret crush on TV’s 
Jenny Jones Show. 

Oakland County Circuit Judge 
Wendy Potts denied the request 
for freedom Tuesday, March 2, 
and ordered him to remain in the 
county jail pending a second trial 
in the shotgun slaying of Scott 
Amedure. The trial is expected to 


begin in July or early August; a 
pretrial hearing is set for April 6. 

Last month the Michigan 
Supreme Court ordered a retrial 
after finding fault with the jury se¬ 
lection process in the first trial, in 
which Schmitz was convicted of 
second-degree murder and sen¬ 
tenced to 25 to 50 years in prison. 

Schmitz’s attorney Jerome 
Sabbota argued his client should 
be granted bond because he’s not 
a public threat. 

Sabbota partly blames Ame¬ 
dure and the talk show host Jenny 
Jones for the slaying, because 
Schmitz was deeply embarrassed 


by Amedure’s surprise revelation 
and description of a whipped- 
cream fantasy. 

Amedure and Schmitz sat to¬ 
gether on the talk show stage in 
Chicago for the program on “se¬ 
cret crushes.” Before Amedure 
spoke, Schmitz thought his secret 
admirer was a woman. 

Three days later Schmitz drove 
three miles to Amedure’s home and 
gunned him down in his doorway. 

Separately, Amedure’s family 
has filed a $50 million wrongful 
death lawsuit against Warner 
Brothers, which owns the show, 
and others.

Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill 
your prescription, in case there is any new information..Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source 
of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking 
your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. 
You should not change or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HfV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load”). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under 
the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?) 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid 
driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and.pharmacistsimow that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors ancf pharmacists aboui all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 


Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com.

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Migden folds on cannabis issue 


M edical marijuana advocate Dennis Peron and fellow supporters of patients' right to use cannabis to 
alleviate ailments showed up in Assemblywoman Carole Migden's office on February 25 to lobby 
for a bill legalizing the controlled substance's sale to patients. They expressed their disappoint¬ 
ment that Migden declined to support such a law. 


Gay vets get new 
organization president 


The GLBVA agenda 

Clayton was elected national 
president of GLBVA by acclama¬ 
tion at the group’s biannual con¬ 
vention in February, in Palm 
Springs. He has an ambitious 
agenda to build the organization 
and better serve its members. 

“The biggest thing we need to 
do is educate,” he said. “Not just 
our elected officials but the gener¬ 
al public as well. As I told the con¬ 
vention, give up the fight, accept 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell?’ Not on my 
watch. Absolutely not.” 

Another goal is to “heal the 
rift” from 1993 when “we lost 
most of our chapters east of the 
Mississippi” due to what Clayton 
believes was essentially personali¬ 
ty conflicts. He hopes to bring 
those chapters “back into the fold.” 

Clayton announced a Veteran’s 
Video History Project at the con¬ 
vention. He sees it as a record of 
the positive and negative experi¬ 
ences of gays and lesbians serving 
in the military. It would be a 
tremendous resource for both the 
media and for historians. 

There are also nitty-gritty 
things, like working with the Ser- 
vicemembers Legal Defense Net¬ 
work “to get the descriptive re¬ 
moved from the DD-214 [dis¬ 
charge form]. Right now, any em¬ 
ployer who wants to check me out 
can get a copy of that and at the 
bottom, next to my discharge 
code, it says, ‘discharged due to 
discovered involvement in homo¬ 
sexual activity.’” 

Clayton understands why a lot 
of veterans want to remain in the 
closet, at least when applying for a 
job. Many vets got their advanced 
education while on active duty and 
the only way an employer can veri¬ 
fy that is to go through the military. 

More than gay issues 

“We’re going to be responding 
to a lot more than just gay issues,” 
said Clayton. “There are issues out 
there that don’t deal specifically 
with gay veterans, but they have 
an effect on gay veterans. Like this 
new registration for VA benefits.” 

“As of last month, if you want 
to receive VA care at any point in 
your life, you have to go through a 
formal registration process now, 
you can’t just walk in and says

E dward Clayton’s life has 
enough melodrama for a 
soap opera. The 39-year-old 
is riding high now as the newly 
elected president of the Gay, Les¬ 
bian, and Bisexual Veterans of 
America (GLBVA). But the road 
has been as rocky as a Betty Davis 
flick. 

Being a Marine was in Clay¬ 
ton’s blood, a nine-generation 
family tradition cultivated in his 
Alabama home. Edward took to it 
like a duck to water. By 1987 the 
enlisted man was Marine of the 
Year for the First Marine Aircraft 
Wing in Japan. 

But soon an anti-gay witch¬ 
hunt led to a Kafkaesque fall. He 
was raped while in “protective 
custody” in the brig in Camp 
Pendleton, California; he was then 
thrown out the back gate, his eyes 
blackened, nose broken, three ribs 
cracked, HIV newly multiplying 
in his body. 

Dazed and broke, he wandered 
the streets of Los Angeles for four 
days before finding help from 
GLBVA. The organization 
arranged medical care and a tick¬ 
et home. 

Clayton publicly raged against 
the Marines for kicking him out 
and trying to recoup bonus 
money they had paid him. The 
military claimed he had re-enlist- 
ed “under false pretenses.” 

Birmingham didn’t exactly 
embrace their native son. There 
were threatening phone calls, 
“FAG” spray painted on his apart¬ 
ment door, even physical assaults. 
But at 5 feet 6 1/2 inches and 150 
pounds, the feisty Clayton more 
than held his own, using his Ma¬ 
rine training to send several peo¬ 
ple to the hospital. 

His body healed quickly 
enough but his spirit was another 
matter. “To me the epitome of 
honor, and goodness, and patrio¬ 
tism was the United States Marine 
Corps,” Clayton said. 

“Since I was eight years old, 
that’s all I wanted to do.” 

Being kicked out “simply be¬ 
cause I was homosexual made me 
think that I wasn’t worth anything 
simply because they told me I 
wasn’t” 

Clayton began volunteering

with the 1993 March on Washing¬ 
ton for gay and lesbian civil rights, 
and ended up a member of the na¬ 
tional steering committee. The day 
following the march there was a 
smaller gathering across the Po¬ 
tomac in front of the Pentagon. 
“All of the brass were lining up 
around the top of the building, 
even the generals on- their bal¬ 
conies,” he recalled. “All of a sud¬ 
den the crowd of several thousand 
just turned and shook their fingers, 
shouting ‘Shame, shame, shame.’” 

“I felt closure at that moment,” 
said Clayton. “I came away from 
the Pentagon with such a peace 
with myself that now I work, not 
out of hatred but out of desire to 
affect change. And hopefully, to 
prevent someone from going 
through what I went through, or 
even worse, what happened to 
Allan Schindler,” who was beaten 
to death. 

Clayton kept his HIV status se¬ 
cret at first, because in Alabama, 
“if you had AIDS they’d just as 
soon shoot you. That’s one less 
person that can spread it or that 
the government has to pay for.” 
But he said that attitude has 
changed over the last five years to 
one of “indifference.” 

He treated his HIV with exer¬ 
cise, nutrition, homeopathic 
medicines, “and the grace of God” 
for a decade, before starting com¬ 
bination therapy about a year ago. 
It seems to be doing its job. Clay¬ 
ton marvels at his own survival 
and said, “The people in the 
movement that I work with, they 
inspire me.”

AFP will hold the event at Nir¬ 
vana Restaurant, located at 544

AFP Director Marcia Perlstein 
said honorees Kevin Gogin, Crys¬ 
tal Jang, Bob Latham, and Dr. 
Juanita Owens deserve special 
recognition for their courageous 
and creative work in their schools 
and school districts, as they navi¬ 
gated the “circuitous passages of 
school bureaucracies.” 

Owens, who dropped out of 
high school due to anti-gay ha¬ 
rassment, is now president of the 
San Francisco School Board. She 
has worked for years on the school 
board to nurture a culturally sen¬ 
sitive curriculum, including ap¬ 
propriate identification of gay and 
lesbian authors or historical fig¬ 
ures, and to develop accepting en¬ 
vironments for all students. 

Gogin and Jang lead San Fran¬ 
cisco Unified School District’s 
Support Services for Gay and Les¬ 
bian Youth. They work to create a 
variety of services for queer or 
questioning youth and their fam¬ 
ilies, including education and 
counseling services. Perlstein said 
the duo had recently trained every 
middle school and elementary 
school teacher in the district on 
gay and lesbian issues and how to 


deal with them in the classroom. 

Latham is the executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gay, Lesbian and 
Straight Educators Network 
(GLSEN) chapter that includes 
San Francisco and the East Bay. 
Now a retired teacher, he was one 
of the original members of BAN¬ 
GLE, the Bay Area Network of 
Gay and Lesbian Educators. Perl¬ 
stein said these organizations, 
now merged, started with just a 
half dozen teachers meeting in a 
classroom and now have thou¬ 
sands of teachers in the Bay Area 
and award scholarships to gradu¬ 
ating students going on to college. 

The most pain 

Despite good work that has 
been done in many area schools, 
Perlstein said the schools remain 
a critical - and often damaging - 
environment for kids from non- 
traditional families or for kids 
who are queer or questioning. 

“In all of our work with fami¬ 
lies who do have children, our 
schools are the places that they 
have the most pain, even in this 
part of the world,” Perlstein said. 
“Unfortunately, over and over we 
discover that schools are often un¬ 
safe places for young people to 
think about or ask questions 
about lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) issues. 
Teachers are often afraid or uned¬ 
ucated to respond to incidents or 
initiate discussions. 

“We see it as really crucial, and 
something to recognize, to have 
some people breaking in to our 
most conservative institutions 
that affect all of our families most 
deeply,” she said. The topic is es¬ 
pecially timely now, as the recent 
gay-bashing of a San Marin High 


School student in Novato illus¬ 
trates. [See “Novato gay teen hos¬ 
pitalized after second assault,” Feb¬ 
ruary 18.]. 

Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Mark Leno will present the 
awards. Guests to the reception 
and ceremony will have a chance 
to meet and mingle with the 
award recipients, plus other local 
dignitaries. Funds raised at the 
event will help AFP maintain its 
array of programs and ensure that 
AFP can keep its community 
room open. The current lease for 
the community site, located with 
AFP’s offices at 425 Divisadero 
Street, runs out in May. 

AFP provides counseling, edu¬ 
cational and informational pro¬ 
grams and services for LGBT peo¬ 
ple and their families, whatever the 
definition of “family” may be. In 
the last year, AFP has built a new 
program for couples and other 
types of families that may not con¬ 
sist of two partners with children. 

“With the ‘gayby’ boom, there’s 
been some backlash, like if you 
don’t have children you’re not 
considered a family,” Perlstein 
said. “So we’ve been trying to rec¬ 
ognize couples and households as 
families, too, acknowledging that 
your emotional intimacy with 
people and the people you sup¬ 
port in life can also be your own 
type of family.” T

Thoron, a straight parent 
whose adult daughter came out to 
her in January 1990, believes the 
fight to end harassment and dis¬ 
crimination in schools is far from 
over. “The pejorative words used 
against gay kids - faggot, dyke, 
lezzie, the list goes on - are really 
harmful to kids and cause all sorts 
of tensions in the lives of today’s 
youth. We not only want to end 
such base use of language, but to 
make schools a safe place where di¬ 
versity is respected, not inhibited.” 

The three conferences include 
the Association for Supervision 


and Curriculum Development, to 
be held March 6-8 and with an 
anticipated attendance of over 
12,000 educators; the National 
Association of Elementary School 
Principals, March 20-23 with an 
anticipated attendance of 5,500; 
and the National School Boards 
Association, April 10-13 with an 
anticipated attendance of 15,000. 

“PFLAG needs a booth at each 
one of these vital conferences,” 
continues Thoron, “and time is of 
the essence. This is a grassroots 
fundraising appeal and all tax-de¬

leverage more influence with state 
lawmakers and that participants 
will build on the momentum gen¬ 
erated by the week of activities 
long after Equality Begins at 
Home is over. Her comments 
were echoed by Kerry Lobel, 
NGLTF’s executive director 

“Equality Begins at Home is 
not an end point, but a beginning 
point. We are going to make our 
statewide organizations stronger, 
mobilize more people, register 
more voters, and demand greater 
accountability from our state leg¬ 
islators and policy makers,” Lobel 
said. “It is this organizing at the 
state level that will ultimately 
counter the hostility and gridlock 
we have come to know from our 
nation’s capital.” 

Equality Begins at Home is part 
of a campaign to counter the grow¬ 
ing muscle of the right wing and its 
anti-gay attacks. In the last few 
years, the right has passed dozens 
of anti-gay laws in dozens of states. 
Additionally, 1998 was one of the 
most vicious years in recent histo¬ 
ry. Senate Majority Leader Trent 
Lott likened homosexuality to 
kleptomania and sex addiction; 
Congress introduced a number of 
mean-spirited anti-gay measures; 
right wing groups launched their 
infamous advertising campaign at¬ 
tacking LGBT people; and voters 
approved anti-gay ballot measures 
in several cities and states, includ¬ 
ing Alaska and Hawaii. 

A unique opportunity 

In California, much of the plan¬ 
ning has been done by the new 
queer lobby group, California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality 
(CAPE), which received $5,000 from 
NGLTF to help with organizing 


costs. Randy Allgaier, CAPE’s inter¬ 
im coordinator, said a big turnout in 
Sacramento is important. There are 
many events planned, he said. Addi¬ 
tionally, the annual Queer Youth 
Lobby Day takes place Monday, 
March 22. In addition to CAPE, All 
Our Families Coalition is helping or¬ 
ganize a number of events during 
what’s being billed as “Family Aware¬ 
ness Week.” 

Allgaier said there are two 
major reasons why LGBT people 
should come to Sacramento that 
weekend. “I think it’s critical to 
show the diversity and strength of 
our community,” Allgaier told the 
B.A.R. on Monday, March 1. “We 


ground level,” Garrett told the 
B.A.R. “CAPE is determined to be 
a grassroots effort. It is time for us 
to tap the infinite talent that exists 
in the East Bay region as the orga¬ 
nization moves ahead.” 

Garrett said Equality Begins at 
Home provides a chance for peo¬ 
ple from the East Bay to connect 
not only with other allies in the 
Bay Area, but from across the state 
as well.

have a unique opportunity; we 
have a governor who’s supportive 
of our issues for the first time in a 
generation, and a Legislature that’s 
supportive.

“Secondly, a year from now, 
the Knight initiative is on the bal¬ 
lot,” Allgaier added, referring to a 
ballot measure authored by Re¬ 
publican state Senator Pete 
Knight of Palmdale. That ballot 
measure would mandate that any 
marriage in the state must be be¬ 
tween a man and a woman. 

Justin Garrett, with CAPE East 
Bay, also stressed the importance 
of a strong presence in Sacramen¬ 
to. “CAPE is a new organization 
and this is an excellent opportu¬ 
nity for queer members of the 
East Bay to get involved on the

before us, but also to celebrate the 
accomplishments we have 
achieved,” Garrett added. 

Along with NGLTF, the Feder¬ 
ation of LGBT Statewide Political 
Organizations is helping coordi¬ 
nate Equality Begins at Home. 
“Our demands are simple and in 
line with basic American values: 
the right to be safe, to have a fam¬ 
ily, to hold a job, and to partici¬ 
pate fully as citizens. It’s exactly 
what every American wants and 
deserves,” said Gina Reiss, federa¬ 
tion co-chair and executive direc¬ 
tor of the New Jersey Lesbian and 
Gay Coalition. 

A new phase 

Conaty said that never before 
in the history of the gay rights 


movement has there been a coor¬ 
dinated political campaign of ac¬ 
tions in all 50 states, Washington 
D.C., and Puerto Rico. Equality 
Begins at Home represents a new 
phase of the movement - a focus 
on state organizing and legisla¬ 
tures. The vast majority of debates 
and decisions about LGBT equal¬ 
ity occur in state legislatures, she 
added.

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headed by then-acting City Li¬ 
brarian David Price - more li¬ 
brary staff came forward and ex¬ 
pressed concern over the plans 
for the construction of the new 
building. Philbrook refused to 
blunt his criticism of the new 
building, which many librarians 
believe led management to refuse 
to support him against the mo¬ 
lestation charges. 

“About one month before 
Jesse’s accusations surfaced,” 
Philbrook told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “Cathy Page [then chief of 
the Main Library] approached 
me and told me that several fe¬ 
male librarians had complained 
about sexual advances that I sup¬ 
posedly made toward them. I 
told her ‘you know I’m gay, don’t 
you?’ She didn’t respond, but 
simply walked away. The follow¬ 
ing month Jesse apparently came 
forward with the molestation 
charges. 

“He allegedly told David Price 
and other librarians that he spent 
the night at my house, which is 
completely untrue. I was a tutor 
to Jesse and was there to mentor 


him, but had absolutely no sexu¬ 
al contact with him nor did I 
make any improper advances on 
him.” 

Suspicion and innuendo 

According to Philbrook’s at¬ 
torney Gary Hall and several li¬ 
brary employees that worked 
with him - most of whom re¬ 
quested anonymity for fear of 
reprisals from the library’s cur¬ 
rent management - Huynh has 
had a history of falsely accusing 
other library staff of sexual mo¬ 
lestation and of habitual lying. 
Although the library commission 
was made aware of Huynh’s his¬ 
tory, the library did not conduct 
an investigation into the matter 
but rather chose, at Price’s direc¬ 
tion, to support the allegations. 

Price placed Philbrook on un¬ 
paid administrative leave, which 
three months later resulted in full 
termination of his employment 
with the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary system. 

Philbrook’s co-workers, on 
the other hand, have been as sup¬ 
portive as management was dis¬ 
missive. 

“This is based wholly on sus¬ 
picion, innuendo, and displea¬ 
sure at John’s outspoken stand on 


the shortcomings of the New 
Main Library,” current library 
staff members Andrea Grimes 
and Karey Wherner told the 
B.A.R. “They fired him from the 
position he held for 11 years. 
John was dedicated, and in his 
dedication in bringing quality li¬ 
brary service to the children of 
San Francisco, he was marked by 
respect and admiration by most 
of his colleagues and received nu¬ 
merous awards.” 

Grimes said, “David Price 
failed in his job to give John the 
benefit of an unbiased investiga¬ 
tion and allowed criminal 
charges to be brought against 
him.” 

Worse, said Wherner, Price 
and subordinates “tried to drum- 
up statements against him 
[Philbrook]. It definitely seems 
like they were out to get him. 
They wanted to make an example 
of him to prevent further oppo¬ 
sition.” 

Grimes went so far as to say, 
“Price should not be allowed in a 
managerial position. He’s homo- 
phobic and I’ve heard that he’s 
taken steps against other gay li¬ 
brary employees where he is now 
employed in West Virginia. He 
threatened me with retaliation if 
I spoke up on John’s behalf, and 
he’s ruined people’s lives.” 

Time for justice 

Grimes alleges that Price, 
along with former librarian 
Dowlin and administrator Page, 
denied Philbrook his right to due 
process before his firing in July 
1996. All three have subsequent¬ 
ly resigned. 

Criminal charges against 
Philbrook were dropped July 30, 
1998, according to a letter from 
the San Francisco Librarian’s

Philbrook isn’t giving up, es¬ 
pecially since San Francisco’s two 
daily newspapers publicized his 
case from the angle of an adult 
forcing sex upon a minor. The 
San Francisco Chronicle's last ar¬ 
ticle on the subject contained the 
headline “Trial for Ex-SF Librar¬ 
ian On Child Molest Charges.” 
The article did not explore the 
controversy surrounding the pe¬ 
tition on the new building, nor 
did the Chronicle print a follow¬ 
up article stating that the San 
Francisco Superior Court 
dropped those charges. 

“The Chronicle and Examiner 
have sensationalized charges of 
child molestation,” Grimes told 
the B.A.R. “But there are many of 


us still employed at the library 
who believe John [Philbrook] 
was used as a scapegoat. The case 
feels like McCarthyism and none 
of us believe that John molested 
Jesse [Huynh]. This kid has a his¬ 
tory of lying and the harm that 
has been done to John is irrevo¬ 
cable. Furthermore, I have writ¬ 
ten to the Chronicle and Examin¬ 
er and have thoroughly docu¬ 
mented the case, requesting that 
they print an article vindicating 
John. 

“It hasn’t happened. It’s time 
for justice.” 

Several calls made to Price by 
the B.A.R. were not returned. 
The San Francisco Main Library 
confirmed to the B.A.R that Page 
was “let go,” but did not know 
where she is presently employed. 

Philbrook has not received 
any compensation for the alleged 
damages, nor has he received an 
offer to return to his job at the li¬ 
brary. Philbrook has filed a union 
grievance, which goes to arbitra¬ 
tion later this spring. ▼ 
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funds. Those funds provided sup¬ 
port for 45 staff positions, and 
pay for staff travel, equipment, 
materials, and supplies. 

The planning council has 
never conducted such an assess¬ 
ment before, and is seeking an in¬ 
dependent contractor to perform 
the job. The council expects the 
project to cost between $30,000 
and $50,000, which will come 
from money used to administer 
the city’s CARE grant or from the 
planning council support budget. 
The council has also formed a 
Grantee Assessment Task Force to 
oversee the process. If all goes ac¬ 
cording to the council’s timeline, 
the assessment could begin as 
early as April 15, with a report 
due to the planning council in 
June. 

Planning council Co-chair 
Tom Calvanese told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the CARE Act re¬ 
quires councils to conduct such 
assessments, in order to deter¬ 
mine if the grantee is getting 
funds out as expeditiously as pos¬ 
sible. He couldn’t explain why 
such an assessment is a first for 
San Francisco. “I don’t know why 
historically it wasn’t done before,” 
he said, adding the solicitation for 
proposals is the end result of a 
process that started over a year 
ago. “It’s the end point of a long 
process and another, component 
of planning.” 

The proposal calls for inter¬ 
viewers and other staff hired for 
the project to be people living 
with HIV/AIDS, to the greatest 
extent possible. Calvanese said 
the planning council’s ultimate 
goal is to have council staff sup¬ 
port independent of the AIDS 
Office, since the council sees an 
inherent conflict of interest in the 
grantee - DPH staff - providing 
assistance to the planning coun¬ 
cil. 

“The council is interested in 
quantitative and qualitative data, 
as well as recommendations for 
improvement of the grantee’s 
functions,” according to the pro¬ 
posal. Among the goals of the as¬ 
sessment, which will include an 
accounting audit, are: 

• To evaluate the current struc¬ 
ture and function of the DPH’s 
HIV Health Services Division, 
and to determine its effectiveness 
in carrying out its responsibility 
to rapidly disburse the funds to 
the areas of greatest need. 

• To evaluate and analyze the 
current structure and functioning 
of the accounting unit of the di¬ 
vision, and to determine its effec¬ 


tiveness in carrying out its re¬ 
sponsibility to rapidly disburse 
the funds to the areas of greatest 
need. 

• To evaluate and analyze the 
current structure and functioning 
of the contracts unit of the divi¬ 
sion, and to determine its effec¬ 
tiveness in carrying out its re¬ 
sponsibility to rapidly disburse 
the funds to the areas of greatest 
need. 

• To evaluate and analyze the 
current structure and function of 
the program management com¬ 
ponent of the division, and to de¬ 
termine its effectiveness. 

• To evaluate and analyze the 
current structure and function of 
the personnel management com¬ 
ponent of the division, and to de¬ 
termine its effectiveness. 

• To compile the results of 
these analyses, and to formulate 
recommendations for improve¬ 
ment in the structure and func¬ 
tion of the administrative mecha¬ 
nism of the grantee in order to 
improve the grantee’s ability to 
get CARE funds to contractors as 
quickly as possible. 

The solicitation poses several 
questions that the council wants 
answered, including: What is the 
current structure of the HIV 
Health Services Division and 
what is the rationale for this 
structure? Where within this 
structure are decisions made con¬ 
cerning the disbursement of 
CARE funds, and the rationale 
for the decision-making process? 
How the division’s structure sup¬ 
ports the accurate interpretation 
of the priorities set by the plan¬ 
ning council? 

Over the years, the planning 
council has often been at odds 
with DPH staff members in the 
HIV Health Services Division. 
Some on the council have voiced 
concerns that staffers would 
sometimes come to planning 
council meetings lacking materi¬ 
als requested by the council, or 
come to council meetings at the 
last minute with news that the 
council had to make immediate 
decisions regarding unspent 
CARE funds. There have also 
been questions of how quickly - 
or slowly - the contracts office is 
able to get CARE funds out to 
contractors. Some planning 
council members have also voiced 
concerns that DPH staff were not 
implementing the council’s ap¬ 
proved priorities, as mandated by 
the CARE Act. 

“What we hope to get out of 
this is a set of recommendations 
on how the grantee can better im¬ 
plement the plans the council 
works very hard to produce,” Cal¬ 
vanese said. ▼

Will the CDC require 
reporting HIVers’ names?

Wi i he issue of reporting HIV- 
£ % positive people’s names to 
i! secured health department 
records is heating up again be¬ 
cause the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) is 
nearing the end of a years-long 
process of changing the rules. 

Most AIDS advocates agree 
that the current reporting system, 
based upon an AIDS-defining ill¬ 
ness, is of little value in an era of 
combination therapy that keep 
many people from becoming sick. 
Many believe that a system 
recording incidence of HIV infec¬ 
tion is needed to better under¬ 
stand the changing demographic 
nature of the epidemic to guide 
prevention and service delivery. 

The sharpest disagreement 
comes over the way those records 
should be gathered. One faction 
supports use of a coded system 
known as unique identifiers. They 
say the data collected will be just 
as good, individual privacy will 
be better protected, and as a re¬ 
sult, people will be less fearful of 
getting tested. 

“Mandatory names reporting 
is bad science, bad public health 
policy, and a waste of funds that 
should be directed to real AIDS 
prevention and healthcare,” 
charges Catherine Hassens, an at¬ 
torney with the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund. 

“By requiring me to report the 
names of those who test positive, 
the government drives a wedge 
between me and my patients. 
This is dangerous public health 
policy,” says Robert L. Cohen, a 
physician and former vice presi¬ 
dent of the New York City Health 
and Hospitals Corporation. 

Steve Morin, director of the 
AIDS Policy Research Center at 
the University of California at 
San Francisco, opposes names re¬ 
porting “because there is signifi¬ 
cant evidence of a deterrent ef¬ 
fect” on people getting tested for 
HIV. He says that the effect “is 
minimal for heterosexuals” and 
“very high for gay men. ... It is 
more of a psychological issue, 
they don’t want their name on a 
government list.” 

Mischaracterizing, 

trivializing 

The CDC studied the unique 
identifier systems in use in Texas 
and Maryland and concluded 
that there were operational and 
structural flaws that compro¬ 
mised the data gathered. Texas is 


moving to a names reporting sys¬ 
tem. 

Furthermore, unique identi¬ 
fiers is more costly to implement, 
and there is conflicting evidence 
on the significant long term effect 
of names reporting on whether or 
not people get tested for HIV. 

An early draft of its proposal 
called for mandatory names re¬ 
porting. It later backed off from 
that position to urge, but not re¬ 
quire, states to report the names 
of people who are HIV-positive. 

Research in the area is limited 
and sometimes conflicting. Both 
sides can point to studies that 
support their positions; neither 
has a clear-cut edge. 

Lambda circulated a letter of 
opposition to the CDC position 
for signature by others. The CDC 
“ignores or mischaracterizes the 
existing data against such sys¬ 
tems” of names-based reporting, 
asserted the letter, released Febru¬ 
ary 21. “The CDC has trivialized 
the serious concerns raised by 
community members regarding 
the harmful impact of names re¬ 
porting on populations dispro¬ 
portionately affected by the epi¬ 
demic.” 

The epicenter of opposition is 
New York. Last year the Legisla¬ 
ture enacted a measure requiring 
names reporting. It was supposed 
to be implemented on January 1 
but was pushed back to April 1. 

“But it is turning out to be 
more complicated and more ex¬ 
pensive than the proponents in¬ 
dicated,” say Morin. “Where will 
the money come from?” he asks. 
“Will they eliminate prevention 
in order to record names?” 

No shows 

The Lambda letter has some 
AIDS heavyweights onboard. 
The list includes the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis in New York, AIDS 
Project Los Angeles, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, the 
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‘Help.’ That is not necessarily a 
gay issue and a lot of gay veterans 
don’t know about it.” 

Clayton wants to “start hitting 
major corporate contributors” so 
that the national organization can 
give back to the chapters to sup¬ 
port social services activities. He 
mentioned Boston, which “has the 
highest population per capita of 
blinded veterans.” He yearns to be 
able to “buy them even a good sec- 


AIDS Action Committee of 
Massachusetts, and the national 
AIDS Action Council. 

But at least as interesting are 
the names that are not there. 
They include large service 
providers such as the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic in Washington 
D.C., AID Atlanta, and the Na¬ 
tional Association of People 
With AIDS (NAPWA). 

Also scarce are organizations 
from states that already have 
adopted names reporting as their 
standard. The approximately 30 
states are home to about a third 
of the nation’s PWAs, and New 
York’s implementation would 
push it over the halfway mark. 

It isn’t so much that people 
are embracing the CDC position 
but they see the spirited opposi¬ 
tion to names reporting as “a dis¬ 
traction” from more important 
concerns, says Alexander Robin¬ 
son. He resume includes work as 
an AIDS lobbyist for the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) and head of a preven¬ 
tion organization targeting 
African Americans. He is cur¬ 
rently a consultant and sits on 
the Presidential Advisory Coun¬ 
cil on HIV/AIDS. 

“It is somewhat disingenuous 
to argue that somehow HIV 
names reporting is going to be 
more intrusive” than existing 
programs, he said. Lower income 
people “give up all sorts of infor¬ 
mation in order to have access to 
entitlement programs. 

“They are more concerned 
about whether there is going to 
be something available in terms 
of care than whether or not you 
are going to take their name.” 

Robinson noted the limita¬ 
tions of either reporting system: 
they record “only the people who 
bother to show up to be tested.” 
He said, “The real effort should 
be put into making sure that in¬ 
dividuals know their status.” ▼

y cousin Matt was visiting 
with his mom last sum¬ 
mer. Even though he’s 
only 10, as soon as both our 
moms started talking about us in 
the third person with us still in 
the room, we both rolled 
our eyes and headed 
outside.

I hadn’t 
stretched properly, and my knee 
was starting to act up, but I did¬ 
n’t dare stop, while Matt giggled 
at his superiority. He popped a 
goal past the rose bushes, but we 
continued our game as the ball 
led us to the front yard. 

Across the street, in the house 
where my one of my kidhood 
friends used to live, where a new 


family I’d met only at Christmas 
was gathered on the driveway. 

They had also started up a 
game, but the scraping from the 
small flock of kids and parents 
echoed a different sound. I heard 
the insistent whinings only a pre- 
teen can make, and as the neigh¬ 
bor waved us over, Matt and I 
gave each other a look of dread. 

“Wanna play some hockey?” 
the invitation was shouted. 

For a kid to start up a game 
with total strangers may be 
rough. For myself, my parent’s 
neighbors probably respect me 
and my family, but are also re¬ 
lieved that, being a big homo, I 


lives thousands of miles away. 

Matt and I entered the fray 
with similar trepidation, but dif¬ 
ferent reasons. 

“Shall we?” I said. 

Matt followed. “I guess.” 

Now, I think hockey’s a great 
game. I love that we sent a team 
to Gay Games. I think it’s a noble 
sport, when it doesn’t degenerate 
into pugilism. I also dig the uni¬ 
forms. So don’t you hockey fans 
get on my case. This is about a 
situation, not a sport vs. sport 
thing. 

But maybe it’s the equipment 
that encourages it. I don’t know. 
No more than a minute into the 
“game,” with plastic kid-size 
sticks and a little roller puck 
made for outdoor use, one of the 
other boys nearly burst into tears 
about some inane rules violation 
that Matt had committed. 

Then there was a problem 
with team sides. Neither of us 
were clear whose team we were 
on. 

“Keep your stick down, bud,” 
Matt was chided. 

A few girls occasionally came 
in and out of the game while a 
grandmother sat on a lawn chair, 
her bowl of chips and Jell-O 
Salad ignored. The pair of dads 
tried to settle their young boys’ 
tempers, but I couldn’t help 
think, Who taught them to 
kvetch like this in the first place? 

“Offsides, Dad!! Offsides!! He 
doesn’t know how to play!” 

Since “he” was my bud Matt, I 
became defensive. Suddenly I 
had a reason to do better, to show 
that kid up. But even my fumbled 
goal (darn right-handed stick!) 
was argued as out of bounds. 


The most annoying child, it 
turned out, wasn’t my neighbor’s 
kid, but his brother’s from out of 
town. It turned out my neighbor 
doesn’t like the brats either. 

But we were in this game, and 
even if I hit the puck in the 
wrong direction, or if Matt did¬ 
n’t understand the strange little 
ritual of hitting sticks before the 
puck was dropped on the asphalt 
court, we stuck it out.

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No right to orgasm 
in Alabama

n February 17, a group of Alabama women backed by the 
|J American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) challenged a state 
law that prohibits the sale of vibrators and other sex toys. The 
lawsuit was brought before federal Judge Lynwood Smith in US. 
District Court. 

The Alabama Legislature enacted the sex toy ban last year as part 
of a broader measure that outlawed nude dancing. The law pro¬ 
hibits the sale of “any device designed or marketed as useful pri¬ 
marily for the stimulation of human genital organs” In addition to 
vibrators and dildos, the ban would also likely apply to certain types 
of condoms. Violators are subject to a $10,000 fine and a year in 
jail. 

Four women testified that the law was a hardship because they 
are unable to achieve sexual gratification without the aid of sex 
toys. Attorney Mark Lopez of the ACLU argued that many thera¬ 
pists recommend such devices for women who have difficulty 
reaching orgasm. The ACLU also noted that it illegal for physi¬ 
cians to prescribe Viagra to enhance the sexual pleasure of men, 
but illegal to sell “marital aids” that enhance women’s sexual plea¬ 
sure. 

The plaintiffs claimed that the ban violates their right to priva¬ 
cy. Sherri Williams, who operates a pair of boutiques called Pleasure 
which sell sex toys along with other products such as lingerie and 
candles, said, “They set out to eliminate strip clubs, but along the 
way they snuck in sex toys. Not only did they take away your en¬ 
tertainment, but they also took away your right to entertain your¬ 
self.” 

State a ttorneys countered that there is no fundamental right “to 
purchase a product to use in pursuit of having an orgasm.” They 
pointed out that similar bans in Texas and Georgia have been up¬ 
held in the courts. State Assistant Attorney General Courtney Tarv¬ 
er noted that the law only bans the sale of sex toys, but does not 
prohibit their use or their acquisition in other states. 

The ban is not being enforced while the suit is decided. Judge 
Smith has not indicated when he plans to make his ruling. ▼

Josie's reopens

B t’s still called Josie’s Cabaret, but 
} Lazarus might be a more appro- 
|p priate namesake. After a long 
B swan song, the gay-friendly 
nightclub supposedly closed its 
doors for good on January 2. But 
Josie’s has now sprung back to life, 
though its long-term future remains 
unclear. 

Josie’s reopened this week with 
German cabaret performer Tim Fis¬ 
cher, whose engagement will run 
through March 7. Butt Pirates of the 
Caribbean, a musical spoof seen last 
year at the San Francisco Fringe Fes¬ 
tival, will run March 12-20. Tom 
Orr will begin an extended run of 
Sweet Parody, his one-man show re¬ 
cently at Venue 9, on March 14. The 
open-mike comedy night, a Monday 
night staple at Josie’s, is also return¬ 
ing. 

Ron Lanza, who has operated 
Josie’s for the past decade, thought 
he had sold the business to a restau¬ 
rateur when the highly publicized 
countdown to the cabaret’s demise 
began late last fall. “But then the 
deal unraveled, and I guess I could 
have stayed open, but we had gotten 
all this publicity and I was so 
stressed out, I thought I’ll just shut 
it down and that will be it.” 

Lanza did have several backup 
offers, all for restaurants, but had 
also been deluged by people unhap¬ 
py that an important gay and les¬ 
bian cultural outlet would be lost. “I 
got to thinking, there’s a lot of mo¬ 
mentum here, and after a few weeks’ 
rest, my juices were flowing again,” 
Lanza said. “I’m willing to come 
back to meet the challenge of trying 
to pay down the taxes, pay down the 
landlord, and hopefully help some¬ 
one take this thing over.” 

There has been some very tenta¬ 
tive talk that Josie’s could become a 
nonprofit gay cultural venue. Not 
that it has ever been much of a prof¬ 
it-making venture. “But thank 
goodness I have a wonderful rela¬ 
tionship with my landlords,” Lanza 
said. “They have allowed me to run 
up over $100,000 in back rent in the 
10 years I’ve been here.” 

Hoping to stem the red ink, 
Josie’s will no longer be open dur¬ 
ing the day. “My biggest overhead 
was the cafe,” he said. “I made a lot 
of stupid mistakes. I was learning 
from the seat of my pants.” 

Lanza insisted that his return will 
be a short-term affair. “I’m 62, and I 
have no intention of being here for 
10 years,” he said. “If it’s going to be 
recycled into the gay cultural com¬ 
munity, that will happen this year. If 
not, then it will all be over.” ▼ 


T im Fischer, who has crammed a lot of 
living into his 25 years, figures he has 
the right to sing the blues, and every 
other hue in the musical spectrum. “I 
have to live it to sing it,” said the German 
cabaret prodigy, “and I live very fast.” 

A celebrated, exotic performer in his na¬ 
tive country, Fischer is properly making his 
American debut in San Francisco, where the 
local chapter of the Goethe-Institut is pre¬ 
senting him as the debut attraction at a re¬ 
opened Josie’s Cabaret. 

“I don’t think anyone knows me here,” 
Fischer said during a recent interview. “This 
is an attempt to see whether an American 
audience could be interested in my music.” 

Fischer, who has already released eight 
CDs, plans to record a live album during his 
engagement here. “I’ll be singing in German, 
French, Italian, and English,” he said. “It’s a 
real mix. I start with some songs from the 
’20s, and then it’s a big cocktail. I have one 
song by the Ink Spots, ‘I Don’t Want to Set 
the World on Fire,’ and some songs from 
Georg Kreisler. He had a lot of success in 
Germany in the ’50s and ’60s with very

T he criteria for good cabaret, opines 
veteran San Francisco performer and 
music composer Scrumbly Koldewyn 
— one of the legendary Cockettes of 
the early 1970s — are that it have intimacy, a 
certain theatricality, and irony, not just sen¬ 
timent and jokes. It makes fun of the audi¬ 
ence. It says: “Fuck you!” 

If he holds true to his convictions, Kold¬ 
ewyn and an assemblage of stellar cabaret 
artists will soon be sticking it to audience 


members at The 7th Note Showclub in 
North Beach. In that appropriately intimate 
venue, Koldewyn will be producing and 
music-directing The Untamed Stage (in Ger¬ 
man: Die Wilde Biihne ), which he promises 
will be “a spectacle of song, sexual hijinks 
and exotic dance.” 

The show’s title derives from the Berlin 
“kabarett” that flowered after World War I in 
the progressive social, political, and sexual 
atmosphere of the times, until Hitler’s as¬ 


cension to power in 1933. Such places served 
as centers of radical art, anarchist ideas, and 
bawdy humor. 

Koldewyn was inspired to recreate that at¬ 
mosphere in San Francisco after a friend 
from the Black Forest region of Germany 
visited him in San Francisco and played a 
Berliner Kabarett album for him. 

“I had always been interested in ‘real’ 
cabaret,” says Koldewyn, but he found little

I s millennial San Francisco hav¬ 
ing a Weimar moment, or 
what? As this week’s cover sto¬ 
ries make clear, San Francisco au¬ 
diences are set to experience an 
influx of Berliner cabaret in par¬ 
allel though unrelated produc¬ 
tions. Also this month, the Castro 
performance space with 
“Cabaret” in its name re¬ 
opens. Curiously, this 
same venue reaped all 
kinds of publicity — 
though not from us, we 
are happy to report — 
for “closing” in January, 
only to reopen pretty 
quickly thereafter, 
we’d say. History 
repeats itself: first 
as tragedy, then as 
return engagements. 

At the same time, doesn’t it 
seem like ages and ages since we 
shared a really good blind item? 
No wonder, since no one will con¬ 
fide in us these days, having fig¬ 
ured out that a good gossip writer 
will betray exactly everyone he 
meets. But the other night we 
were a guest at a small, late dinner 
party, and the editor of a major 
gay skin mag, who was in town to 
make the rounds of the porn stu¬ 
dios here, let slip that a major SF 


studio runs such a tight ship that 
if one of his writers wants to in¬ 
terview one of their stars, he must 
submit the questions to the studio 
in advance for their approval. Not 
even Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright is that tight- 
assed with the press! We mean, 
this is America, where you should 
be able to ask a porn star anything 
you want — broken down into 
simple one-syllable words, of 
course. We’re shocked, 
shocked. 

We finally caught 
that hit production 
of 10 Naked Men, 
now held over at 
Theatre Rhinoceros 
through March, and 
we thought we were 
having a decadent 
Weimar moment. 
The irrepressible 
cast of male ani¬ 
mals had been 
tipped off in advance that we 
would be in the audience, and 
they cooked up a little surprise for 
us. When porn worthy and My 
Place bartender Max Stone, as 
“Ex-Con,” told his story about 
raping a young, innocent boy in 
prison, the boy’s name was subtly 
changed from “Joe” to “Roberto.” 
Gee, thanks for the honor, guys — 
we think. 

Falwell fall-out 




In response to fundamentalist 
demagogue Jerry Falwell’s re¬ 
cent Teletubby-bashing, his 
cousin, Brett Beasley of Raleigh, 
North Carolina, has decided to 
publicly come out of the closet 
and take his famous relative to 
task. 

“He’s had how many years to 
stand at his bully pulpit?” asked 
the riled Beasley in a statement to 
the press. “I’m certainly entitled to 
the same thing, and that’s what 
I’m doing.... It’s like, hello Jerry, 
the same blood that runs through 
your veins runs through mine. 
There is a connection. So what do 
you have to say to that?” 

What makes the story even 
juicier is that Beasley is featured 
nude in the March 1999 issue of 
Men magazine currently on news¬ 
stands.

Thick as a board 

The Chronicle's Personals 
columnist Leah Garchik scooped 
us on this, but it bears repeating, 
since we’re on the subject of 
fundie wackos with fascist streaks:

Sleeping giant 

At the same time that we’ve 
plunged into Weimar Germany, 
we are having a contemporary 
Chinese moment in San Francis¬ 
co. If we seem a little schizzy 
around here, our theory is: it’s the 
weather. 

Our Chinese moment, actual¬ 
ly through June 1, is going on at 
both the San Francisco Museum 
of Modern Art and the Asian Art 
Museum, where Inside Out: New 
Chinese Art offers an amazing 
range of contemporary art from 
Mainland China, Taiwan and 
Hong Kong. There’s so much to 
see, we can only remark on a few 
of the highlights for us: the acces¬ 


sible and perhaps overvalued Chi¬ 
nese Pop for those looking for the 
instant wow, including Wu Tien- 
Chang’s A Dream of a Spring 
Night, the radical narrative in 
Hou Chun-Ming’s panel painting 
New Paradise, in which the 
women grow penises and take 
over in a bloody coup; Long- 
Tailed Elephant Group’s video 
installation with footage of con¬ 
struction sites and other urban 
scenes in Shanghai; and Wenda 
Gu’s duo of installations Babel of 
the Millennium and United Na¬ 
tions Series: Temple of Heaven, in 
which he composes, out of 
human hair collected from hun¬ 
dreds of barbershops worldwide, 
nonsense letters resembling char¬ 
acters from world alphabets. The 
show is an eye-opener to the in¬ 
vention and creative ferment 
going on in China today. 

(Buried in a Saturday edition 
of the afternoon paper was the 
news that the San Francisco Ar¬ 
chitectural Heritage has filed suit 
to prevent the Asian Art’s removal 
of the Piazzoni murals. We didn’t 
have a chance to bring this up at 
the press conference, as we were 
soon steered into a delicious dim 
sum press lunch. To complain at 
this point would truly be biting 
the hand that feeds us.) 

Incidentally, it’s nice to see the 


lesbian and gay movement’s 
strange titular obsession with the 
word “Out” extending to the gen¬ 
eral population. Two shows cur¬ 
rently in the same building (hous¬ 
ing the de Young and Asian Art 
museums) sport banners which 
might have been titles of gay ex¬ 
hibits, say back in 1997: Inside Out 
and Out of Bounds.

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'The Harvey Milk Show' at NCT 

Supervisorman

A s Harvey Milk plants a kiss 
on his boyfriend’s lips, a 
i man mutters disapproving¬ 
ly to his wife, “I could do without 
that.” The kiss takes place on stage 
in a musical about Milk’s life and 
times, but the complaining com¬ 
ment was not part of the act. That 
it should emerge unbidden from 
the audience even at a show that 
celebrates the gay-rights pioneer 
in his hometown suggests how 
deep-rooted, albeit now offered 
sotto voce, homophobia can be. 

The Harvey Milk Show, subti¬ 
tled A Passion Play, attempts the 
considerable task of recreating the 
San Francisco of the ’70s that a 
gadfly from New York turned on 
its head, both in life and in death. 
The musical is part biography, 
part documentary, part fiction, 
and part iconography, and that it 
works as well as it does is an im¬ 
pressive achievement. And when 
the material sometimes slips into 
well-meaning banality or clunky 
musical-comedy conventions, the 
striking commitment of the cast 
helps sustain the rough passages. 
With book and lyrics by Dan 


Pruitt and music by Patrick 
Hutchison, The Harvey Milk Show 
is finally having its San Francisco 
debut at New Conservatory The¬ 
atre after its 1991 premiere in At¬ 
lanta and a revival during the ’96 
Olympics. This is a concert ver¬ 
sion to benefit NCT, which means 
no sets or costumes, but the emo¬ 
tions are hardly stripped down in 
director Dennis Lickteig’s impas¬ 
sioned production. 

The script follows Milk’s rise 
from a neighborhood agitator in 
the Castro, to his first unsuccess¬ 
ful run for Board of Supervisors, 
and then to his groundbreaking 
election triumph in 1977. His 
murder by former Supervisor 
Dan White is played out briefly, 
the drama coming in a replay of 
Dianne Feinstein’s still-chilling 
announcement of Milk and 
Mayor Moscone’s deaths. The 
songs, ranging from ballads to an¬ 
thems to Broadway-style produc¬ 
tion numbers, are always agree¬ 
able, if seldom memorable. 

While many of the characters 
emerge as little more than sym¬ 
bols, the authors created a rela¬ 
tionship for Milk that lets him oc¬ 
casionally get off his soapbox to 
deal with issues of personal needs.

Milk takes in a young hustler 
from Texas, cleans him up and 
teaches him self-respect, and then 
tries to take the relationship to a 
more intimate level. The script 
equivocates on whether this actu¬ 
ally happens, but the relationship 
provides the emotional frame for 
a story that could easily have be¬ 
come a string of historical 
tableaux.

Passage to India

I ndian Ink finds Tom Stoppard 
lodged somewhere between 
the high-flying intellect of Ar¬ 
cadia and the wry romance of his 
screenplay for Shakespeare in 
Love. Neither element is embraced 
with the passion that made these 
other works so memorable, but 
even somewhat-less-than-prime 
Stoppard is capable of substantial 
rewards. 

Thanks to ACT and director 
Carey Perloff, San Francisco audi¬ 
ences are the first in the country 
to see the 1995 London stage suc¬ 
cess that examines from several 
perspectives the complicated rela¬ 
tionship between Britain and 
India. The production, despite 
some tentative moments on 
opening night, is generally on 
track as it shuttles between eras 
and continents, histories and real¬ 
ities. 

The eras are 1930 and the re¬ 
cent past, and in Stoppard’s con¬ 
struction, they blend and overlap 
as a modern-day biographer tries 
to unravel the mysteries of an 
English poet who died in India 
some 50 years before. The mystery 
itself is mild, and only partly re¬ 
solved, but the process lets Stop¬ 
pard comment upon a cultural 
colonization that sometimes 
evolves into a more benign form 
of cross-pollination. 

This is most evocatively sug¬ 
gested in the scenes between Flora 
Crewe, a spunky but ailing poet 
who has strangely chosen hot and 
humid India for a rest cure, and 
Nirad Das, a meek Indian painter 
who is also a passionate An¬ 
glophile. There is at least a hint of 
a simmering romance as Flora 
poses for a portrait, before emo¬ 
tions boil over as she literally tries 
to beat a cultural subservience out 
of him.

This relationship has its con¬ 
temporary variation in an en¬ 
counter with the late Flora’s now 
elderly sister, an unrehabilitated 
imperialist, and Nirad’s grown 
son, a pragmatic progressive who 
has come in search of missing 
facts and artifacts of his father’s 
life. The catalyst for this en¬ 
counter is the implausibly obtuse 
American biographer who is in 
clumsy pursuit of Crewe’s life. 

Susan Gibney, who lost her 
head last season at ACT as Mary 
Stuart, takes on with considerable 
flair the far more winsome role of 
Flora. Gibney is mostly an ingra¬ 
tiating presence, though there are 
moments in the second act when 
she pushes too hard at a flapper¬ 
like flippancy. But her scenes with 
Nirad are always on target, and 
Art Malik’s sensitive performance 
as the Indian makes one regret 
when his character disappears. As 
Nirad’s son, Firdous Bamji pro¬ 
vides a relaxed charm, but Ken 
Granthman’s performance as the 
biographer accentuates the char¬ 
acter’s buffoonery when a tem¬ 
pering might have been more ef¬ 
fective. 

And it’s a treat to see Jean Sta¬ 


pleton on stage, playing Flora’s 
sister, though a grand-dame Eng¬ 
lishwoman is not a particularly 
good fit for the actress who was 
once so at home with Edith 
Bunker. But she still gets big 
laughs with her delivery of Stop¬ 
pard’s most waspish lines. “Men 
didn’t matter to Flora,” her char¬ 
acter says at one point. “If they 
had, there would have been 
fewer.” ▼

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‘Radio’-active women 

Cris Williamson and Tret Fure in Oakland

T he sad news is that if you 
don’t already have your tick¬ 
ets for Cris Williamson and 
Tret Fure’s appearance at the 
Montclair Women’s Cultural Arts 
Club in Oakland, you’re too late 
— their show is sold out. The 
happy news is that you can buy 
their newest album, Radio Quiet 
(Wolf Moon), and hear what’s 
new with these extraordinarily 
talented women. ‘Radio quiet’ 
refers to a place on the earth still 
enough to receive radio messages 
from space. Using the concept as 
a metaphor for the corporate 
takeover of the airwaves, they cre¬ 
ate an ironic tale of cosmic call 
waiting. 

Several of the songs on this 
lovely CD use the everyday to cre¬ 
ate poetic, heartening and heart¬ 
rending tales. “On the Line” tells 
of a family’s life as seen through 
the clothes Mama hung on the 
line. In addition to witty observa¬ 
tions (“My sister, Ginny, was the 
next to leave/ But her clothes 
come home for the weekend 
line”), this is a song you’ll love to 
dance to. Fure’s paean to the 
“Tomboy Girl” will delight hutch¬ 
es everywhere. You’ll never look 
at the moon the same way again 
after you’ve heard the haunting 
“Moon Dust.” And “DelRae 
(Tents of the Bedouin)” will set 
you free. Radio Quiet is gorgeous, 
happy, thoughtful — a delight for

I wanted to expand that 
universe. I also wanted to look at 
black women and their relation¬ 
ship to black gay men.” 

Thompson is no stranger to 
theatre. She performed Dread 
Time Stories, her own one- 
woman show about hair, but that 
experience convinced her that she 
would much rather write than 
act. “I’m working on stories now 
that focus on older black women. 
These are women who disappear 
from the cultural landscape when 
they age, and their stories need to 
be told.”

‘Rent’ strike

T he boyish producer of Rent 
bristles at the notion that he 
might have been lucky. Jef¬ 
frey Seller, who shepherded the 
landmark musical from its earli¬ 
est moments to its triumphant 
Broadway opening, wasn’t just a 


young wannabe producer who 
happened to be in the right place 
at the right time. 

“A lot of people in the business 
saw Jonathan Larson’s work and 
didn’t like it,” Seller, 34, said dur¬ 
ing a recent interview in his Man¬ 
hattan office. “I saw things that 
others didn’t. My partner and I 
got him because no one else want- 


The verdict is in 

'The Trial of One Short- 
Sighted Black Woman../

f hat is the image of the 
Strong Black Woman at 
the end of the 20th cen¬ 
tury? What is the image of the 
black woman in media, in the 
workplace, or even in the home? 
These are just a few of the ques¬ 
tions raised by Marcia Leslie’s 
timely and culturally refreshing 
play The Trial of One Short-Sight¬ 
ed Black Woman vs. Mammy 
Louise and Safreeta Mae, directed 
by Paul Carter Harrison. Play¬ 
wright Leslie directly challenges 
the media’s portrayal of the black 
woman as being either the happy 
and subservient Mammy or the 
voluptuous vixen Safreeta Mae. 
Leslie also offers different images 
of today’s black woman in the 
characters generically named De¬ 
fense, Prosecution, and Judge. 

The “short-sighted black 
woman” Victoria Dryer, brilliant¬ 
ly acted by Tina Marie Murray, is 
a young black woman who is ig¬ 
norant of the history of her black 
ancestors and their struggles, both 
as slaves and as a brutally mis¬ 
treated group of people. Clearly, 
she has never identified with any 
form of African-American her¬ 
itage, historically or individually. 
Victoria is deeply appalled by the 
caricatures of the black woman 
that Mammy Louise and Safreeta 
Mae represent. She takes out a 
lawsuit against these media icons 
for their supposed misrepresenta¬ 
tion of black women. 

As court is called to order, the 
attorney for the Prosecution, 
played by S.E. Townsend, states 
her case against Mammy Louise 
and Safreeta Mae, laying the 
groundwork for events to unfold. 
The character Prosecution is 
clearly aligned with her client, 
Victoria Dryer, in failing to ac¬ 
knowledge the importance of her¬ 
itage and historical fact in arguing 
the validity of her client’s case. 

The Defense attorney, played by 
Deborah Edwards, fearlessly inter¬ 
rogates each witness, despite the 
wrath of the Judge and Prosecu¬ 
tion. Edwards commands a stage 
presence that makes the audience 
forget that they not jurors. Ms. Ed¬ 
wards’ character Defense acts as 
the catalyst of revelation and self- 
examination for all of the other 
characters, bringing the trial to an 
emotional climax in the cross-ex¬ 
amination of Mammy Louise. 

Soul train 

The loving and robust 
Mammy Louise is played by ac¬ 
tress Margarette Robinson, who is 
able to grip the heartstrings of the 
courtroom and her audience with

her soulful recollections of her 
past. Mammy Louise challenges 
Victoria Dryer to familiarize her¬ 
self with her own black heritage 
so that she can better understand 
her professional position as a 
young black woman in a predom¬ 
inantly male and white corporate 
environment. 

Ultimately, when Victoria ac¬ 
knowledges Mammy’s character 
as an historical misrepresentation, 
the past and the present collide in 
a way that brings this satire to a 
well-rounded conclusion. Robin¬ 
son as Mammy Louise clearly 
states the play’s theme when she 
says, “It is important for every 
black woman, man and child to 
embrace their heritage and to 
never forget it.... Don’t go ’round 
me, but come through me to 
know your history.” 

When I asked Murray (who 
plays Victoria) what she related to 
most within this play, she said, 
“We should all ask ourselves 
about our own short-sightedness 
and learn about the history be¬ 
hind our heritage. Learning the 
lesson of when and where you ob¬ 
serve your past and how it affects 
you is key to personal success.” 

Notable mention goes to Mr. 
Peter Macon for his stellar perfor¬ 
mances as all the male characters 
in this play. Macon was aided in 
the appearances of his various 
identities by the ingenious crafts¬ 
manship and mask design of 
Stephan L. Dupuis. ▼

ed him.” Unfortunately, and fa¬ 
mously, it was to be their first and 
last collaboration. 

Larson, who wrote the book, 
music, and lyrics for Rent (now at 
the Golden Gate Theatre), was 
struggling to find his place in the 
theater when Seller first stumbled 
upon a rock monologue that Lar¬ 
son was performing in 1991. Sell¬ 
er, then a dissatisfied theatrical 
booker who dreamed of being the 
next Hal Prince, felt an emotional 
rush, and wrote Larson a letter of¬ 
fering to be his producer. They 
met, struck a bond, and Seller was 
present at each important mo¬ 
ment in the evolution of the show 
that would become Rent. 

“Jonathan wrote about a new 
kind of family that creates its own 
community transcending sexual 
orientations,” Seller, who is open¬ 
ly gay, said. “That some of the 
characters are gay and some are 
HIV-positive is a given. What’s in¬ 
teresting about Rent is where you 
go from there.” 

The musical, inspired by Puc¬ 
cini’s La Boheme, is set in New 
York’s East Village, where a collec¬ 
tion of struggling artists — 
straight, gay, lesbian, and trans¬ 
gender — deal with love, hate, 
drugs, eviction, illness, and death. 
Hardly the typical stuff of success 
on Broadway, but that’s where 
Seller felt Rent belonged, from its 
earliest previews at a small, out- 
of-the-way theater on Manhat¬ 
tan’s lower East Side. 

“It felt big,” Seller said. “I said

to myself, ‘This must play Broad¬ 
way. If this isn’t what should be on 
Broadway, then I should pack my 
bags and head back to Michigan.’”

Love, sperm, 
and other obsessions

are horrified when she turns 
straight. Tyrell in particular is hi¬ 
larious in her tirades against this 
betrayal: “What will I tell my 
friends in P-FLAG?” she screams. 
After failing to force Megan to re¬ 
main a lesbian, she insists on 
toasting Sarina, the ex-girlfriend, 
when she meets her daughter’s 
new man. And the insularity of 
queerdom is a frequent butt of 
jokes. During their breakup, 
Megan sighs to Sarina: “We 
haven’t had good sex since Marti¬ 
na won Wimbledon.” 

Jennifer Tilly is the standout 
among the cast. As Tara she’s 
tremendously warm and giving, 
instantly believable as the shelter¬ 
ing straight woman whose obses¬ 
sion with helping her friends get 
their lives together provides the 
anchor they all need. Tilly’s physi¬ 
cal voluptuousness and a voice 
that’s a mix of baby-doll squeak 
and authoritative rasp make her 
endlessly fascinating to watch. Lori 
Petty also registers strongly as the 
mini-butch overcome by her feel¬ 
ings for Sarina. Petty, like Tilly, isn’t 
afraid to flaunt her emotions, and 
she does it particularly well in a 
scene where she overhears a po¬ 
tentially life-changing conversa¬ 
tion between Sarina and Megan. 
Alas, the men don’t fare as well. 
They’re all serviceable, but none 
hit the emotional bull’s-eyes that 
Tilly and Petty do. And those pesky 
gym queens could easily have been 
omitted entirely. More rewarding 
is a near-cameo by Paul Winfield 
as “Aunt Mahalia,” an aging queen 
who provides sage advice and a 
motherly embrace and calls every 
young man “young lady!” 

On a grimmer note, Castellane- 
ta takes a chance with a gaybashing 
scene that’s as raw and violent as 
something out of Boyz in the Hood. 
There are some troubling elements 
here, particularly in Vincey’s un¬ 
likely actions in response to the 
straight boys out of control. (Best 
not to spoil it for you by spelling 
this out.) But like much of the film, 
the scene has a visceral impact that’s 
undeniable, and prepares us for the 
powerful last few minutes, which 
will have some viewers fumbling for 
their hankies. ▼ 


Just Sex 


elax...It’s Just Sex opens 

■ promisingly, with a very 
m funny send-up of 1950s 
black-and-white educational films 
about “threatening” topics like ho¬ 
mosexuality. A booming male 
voice intones, “This is a lipstick 
lesbian... This is a gay man, or 
what some might designate as a 
gym queen...” while said lesbian 
and gym queen revolve mindless¬ 
ly on a dais like specimens at a zoo. 
The next scene we see is two naked 
men screwing blissfully in glorious 
color, a repudiation of seeing our¬ 
selves as clinical objects, as sug¬ 
gested by the opening. Writer-di¬ 
rector P. J. Castellaneta keeps the 
laughs coming in the scenes that 
follow, preparing us for a light¬ 
hearted queer satire along the lines 
of, say, Kiss Me Guido. 

It’s a little surprising, then, 
when the story moves into much 
darker directions, introducing a 
series of reality checks — HIV, 
gaybashing, failed romance — 
that constantly threaten the cohe¬ 
sion of the likable group of queer 
and straight couples and singles 
presided over by faghag supreme 
Tara Ricotto (Jennifer Tilly). It’s to 
the director’s credit that he modu¬ 
lates these elements, so there’s al¬ 
ways some welcome cutting dish 
or satirical jab or authentic emo¬ 
tion to counter the film’s tendency 
toward cliche and sentimentality. 

In this queer version of 
Friends, Tara nervously watches 
over her ensemble of fractured 
faggots, overwrought dykes, and 
her emotionally elusive boyfriend 
Gus (Timothy Paul Perez). Her 
main “girlfriend” is Vincey Sauris 
(Mitchell Anderson), a frustrated 
playwright looking for love and 
artistic success. Sarina (Cynda 
Williams) and Megan (Serena 
Scott Thomas) are lipstick lezzies 
involved in a painful divorce 
when Megan goes straight and Sa¬ 
rina takes up with scruffy baby 
butch Robin (Lori Petty). Mean¬ 
while, Tara’s boyfriend’s brother 
Javi (Eddie Garcia) learns he’s 
HIV-positive, and moves in with 
an eccentric artist named Buzz (T. 
C. Carson), 

As in all such ensembles, the 
characters spend much of their 
time in crisis. Tara’s desperate to 
have a kid, so she wears out poor 
Gus by trying to extract his sperm 
using every possible position and 
at every opportunity, even while 
guests are arriving for a party. 


Vincey’s cute but can’t find a 
boyfriend; he’s still troubled by 
having been gaybashed in college. 
Sarina’s barely able to cope with 
her ex-girlfriend’s hetero conver¬ 
sion, and her new lover Robin 
worries endlessly that she won’t 
be able to replace the gorgeous 
Megan. Javi and Buzz bitch and 
bicker over Javi’s medical treat¬ 
ments (in a timely if controversial 
touch, Buzz repudiates the link 
between HIV and AIDS, a la Peter 
Duesberg). Meanwhile, the 
fucked-out Gus wants to run off 
to the Middle East to find himself, 
and a pair of brainless happy- 
faced Christian gym queens pro¬ 
vide window dressing. 


Swallow or spit? 

If ridiculing gym queens is a 
bit too obvious to be interesting, 
the film’s satire of other subjects 
keeps things lively. Early on, 
Vincey conducts an informal sur¬ 
vey of whether people “swallow or 
spit it out” after their partner 
comes, and the final word on this 
comes from a group of women 
who reveal a little-known secret: 
“We spit it out in mason jars and 
examine it at our weekly women’s 
meetings ” Vincey’s equation of 
love with ingesting his tricks’ 
come also amuses: “And so I swal¬ 
lowed... at that point, I felt I loved 
him.” Sperm is a veritable obses¬ 
sion here; even Tara can’t stop 
talking about it: “All I ask for is 
your honesty and your sperm,” 
she tells a weary Gus. 

The film doesn’t discriminate 
in setting up its targets. Queer ac¬ 
tivism is skewed in a scene with

though the play would be more 
interesting if it allowed Milk a 
dark thought or a doubting mo¬ 
ment, Quick’s energetic perfor¬ 
mance helps fuel the production. 
The authors did provide Jamey, 
the hustler whom Milk takes in, 
with a messy history and warring 
emotions, and Justin Cole com¬ 
municates them in a gripping per¬ 
formance. 

Steve Rhyne plays Dan White 
as a ticking time bomb who 
would have trouble getting elected 
in Kosovo, while Robert W. Visini 
plays with a dastardly spin a char¬ 
acter meant to encapsulate all het¬ 
erosexual evil. Lianne Marie 
Dobbs is an appealingly perky in¬ 


genue as Jamey’s little sister fresh 
off the train from Tyler, Texas. 
The other roles are thinly written, 
but Jessie Gray, Dyan C. McBride, 
John-Elliott Kirk, Otis Morgan, 
Ruth Robbins, and Paul M. Tena 
manage to inject personalities 
into them. 

In an attempt to dress up this 
concert staging, the cast has been 
outfitted in tuxedos that serve 
more as a mood-breaking distrac¬ 
tion than enhancement. It’s hard 
to suspend disbelief when a 
drunken waif lying in the gutter is 
wearing a cummerbund. ▼

‘Women’s madness’ 


Surrealist films by women at Cinematheque

S urrealism is often thought of 
as a specific movement, lim¬ 
ited to a group of 1930s and 
’40s intellectual artists (mostly 
men) who issued manifestos, cre¬ 
ated Freudian dreamscapes with 
melting watches and cups lined 
with fur, and generally raised hell 
in the art world. But the concept 
permeates our culture, and the 
word “surreal” has become part of 
the popular vocabulary. And no 
wonder. Look at the Clinton situ¬ 
ation: Democrats have had to de¬ 
fend a president who is bombing 
Iraq more than Bush did, while 
Republicans grandstand against 
sexual harassment. It’s a surreal 
world after all. 

But perhaps it’s always been 
that way; at least it would seem so 
from the S.F. Cinematheque’s 
Radical Re-Presentation: Women, 
Surrealism, and Film series. This is 
a three-night event (March 7, 14, 
21) that showcases the influence 
of surrealist strategies — frag¬ 
mentation, dreamscapes, eroti¬ 
cism, and madness — on a group 
of filmmakers (mostly women) 
whose work spans nearly seventy 
years, from 1928 to 1994. 

The 1928 entry by Germaine 
Dulac, Arabesque, was not avail¬ 
able for previewing, but Maya 
Deren’s seminal Meshes of the Af¬ 
ternoon was. This 1942 experi¬ 
mental film used dreamy atmos¬ 
pherics, multiple exposures, mys¬ 
terious movements by shadowy 
characters, and alternative end¬ 
ings to attack conventional narra¬ 
tive. In doing so, Deren estab¬ 
lished the trance film as a viable 
form, created a textbook classic, 
and made it easier for other artists 
of both sexes to challenge the pri¬ 
macy of the narrative and other 
cinematic sacred cows. 

If Meshes of the Afternoon's 
dreamscape mines the same kind 
of apolitical, interior world that 
fueled much of early surrealism, a 
1988 work like Mona Hatoum’s 
Measures of Defiance uses dream 
imagery and multiple exposures 
in the service of a social critique. 
The film is an increasingly seduc¬ 
tive series of static shots of pages 
of letters written from a Palestin¬ 
ian woman to her daughter in 
England (the filmmaker), along 
with shadowy images of the 
mother taking a shower, and a 
voiceover reading the letters. Of 
her husband, the woman says: 
“He can never forgive you [Ha- 
toum] for taking those pictures of 
me in the shower... he calls it 
women’s madness!” 
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Body work 

Complex mother-daughter re¬ 
lations underlie several of the 
works here, all imbued with sur¬ 
realist strategies. One of the best 
is Ngozi Onwurah’s The Body 
Beautiful (1991). The story looks 
at the prison of body norms 
through a white mother who’s un¬ 
dergone a radical mastectomy and 
her black daughter who is also, in 
a sense, objectified and dimin¬ 
ished when she becomes a model. 
Onwurah’s real mother stars in 
the film, which interweaves trans¬ 
gressive fantasies of the mother 
making love with a hunky, much 
younger black man with dream¬ 
like tableaux of mother and 
daughter in a public sauna. The 
latter’s denunciation of her moth¬ 
er — “You titless cow!” — is 
wrenching, but counterpointed 
by scenes of the two of them lying 
naked in bed together talking qui¬ 
etly. 

Gunvor Nelson looks at the 
ravages time inflicts on her moth¬ 
er in Time Being (1991). This brief 
black-and-white film opens with 
a photo of a smiling, robust mid¬ 
dle-aged woman, the filmmaker’s 
mother, then switches to a series 
of increasingly Unsettling shots of 
the same woman near death in a 
hospital bed, her mouth wide 
open as she gasps for air. Nelson’s 
fragmentation of her mother — 
the camera moves ever farther 
back to show she’s no longer her¬ 
self, but part of the room — is a 
bitter commentary on what life is 
doing to the same woman. 

A good counterpoint to Time 
Being is Barbara Hammer’s buoy¬ 
ant Dyketactics (1974). This is the 
film that Hammer initially tried 
to have shown only to women 
(she later relented). In four short 
minutes, the filmmaker convinc¬ 
ingly describes a Dionysian world 
of lesbian excess, with naked 
women rolling around together in 
groups, laughing, making love, 
and just having a great time. 

The world of experimental 
film has its superstars, and Chick 
Strand is one of them. She’s rep¬ 
resented here with two strong en¬ 
tries from 1976: Elasticity and 
Mujer de Milfuegos. Strand shoots 
much of her work in California 
and Mexico, and in the latter film, 
she uses her sinewy style — dis¬ 
orientating images and move¬ 
ments, found footage, double-ex¬ 
posures, “psychedelic” imagery— 
to explore the world of a Mexican 
woman whose elaborate fantasies 
liberate her from the drudgery of 
the Third World domestic. 
Strand’s whimsical wit, which

often recalls Buddhist parables, is 
evident in the thoughts of her 
main character, which appear on¬ 
screen: “I learn that the world 
goes around, so I’m waiting here 
for my house to pass by.” Elastici¬ 
ty is a hypnotic, fragmented film 
with a series of powerful images. 
In one sequence, a silhouetted fig¬ 
ure careens through space in a 
vertiginous shot, not only a com¬ 
pelling image in itself but one that 
typifies the bravado of much of 
the work in these programs. T

to inspire him in San Francisco 
because “cabaret in the city has 
degenerated” since the days of the 
celebrated Black Cat. 

As it happened, Koldewyn was 
studying German when his friend 
arrived with his recording, and on 
a whim, the two decided to put 
together a Berliner Kabarett 
evening at Josie’s Cabaret and 
Juice Joint, using material tran¬ 
scribed off the album. The show 
debuted in August of last year and 
was greeted enthusiastically by 
audiences. 

So energized was Koldewyn, he 
decided to visit Germany and seek 
out original sheet music for works 
by renowned cabaret composers 
Friedrich Hollaender and Misha 
Spoliansky, both of whom em¬ 
ployed satire and political wit in 
their songs. 

Big score 

In Germany, Koldewyn discov¬ 
ered a kabarett renaissance in full 
swing. He also found the sheet 
music he was looking for. From 
Spoliansky archives he unearthed 
scores for (among other songs) 
“It’s All a Swindle,” which skewers 
bankrupt political and economic 
morals; “The Smart Set,” a satiri¬ 
cal take on the intellectual avant- 
garde; and “Maskulinum-Femi- 
ninum,” a take on gender “confu¬ 
sion.” From Hollaender collec¬ 
tions he gleaned “Shag Tobacco,” 
about being bored with being de¬ 
generate; “Peter, Peter,” about a 
promiscuous woman longing for 
her ever-faithful; and the classic 
number made famous by Diet- 
rich, “Falling in Love Again.”

All of these songs will make 
their way onto the stage of The 
7th Note from March 5th through 
the 25th, when The Untamed 
Stage recreates the rowdy Berliner 
Kabarett, “where everything is 
possible.” 

Joining in the production with 
Koldewyn are (among others) 
David Bicha, star of 1997’s Dirty 
Little Show Tunes; Arturo Galster, 
famous for his Patsy Kline imper¬ 
sonation; jazz singer extraordi¬ 
naire Chesty Baker; Beni Ocker, 
Koldewyn’s friend from the Black 
Forest, who is a contemporary 
vaudevillian in Germany; Leigh 
Crow, the artist formerly known 
as Elvis Herselvis; Helen Shumak¬ 
er, best known for her successful 
one-woman show Mona Rogers in 
Person; and Robert Ernst, who in 
his 27 years in the Bay Area has 
appeared on virtually every local 


stage. 

But the best magic of the 
evening is likely to come from 
Koldewyn. An affable, handsome, 
square-jawed man, he exudes 
confidence and an enthusiasm 
bordering on obsession for his 
current project. He also tells fas¬ 
cinating stories about his colorful 
past with the Cockettes and other 
groups. 

When he came to San Francis¬ 
co in 1969, Koldewyn started 
playing a big Hammond organ in 
a rock band at gay dances. His 
idols then were the Doors, Hen¬ 
drix, and their ilk. 

But he could also play honky- 
tonk piano, and that’s what he did 
for the very first performance of 
the rowdy Cockettes in 1970, at 
the Palace Theater, in what would 
soon become a wildly popular 
monthly show featuring all man¬ 
ner of Bowie-influenced glam 
hippie freaks. Koldewyn, at times 
decked out in patchwork velvet 
pants, would pound out wacky 
original compositions like “Gone 
with the Showboat to Oklahoma,” 
and compose rib-tickling num¬ 
bers for shows with names like 
Journey to the Center of Uranus 
and Hot Greeks. 

It was with the Cockettes that 
Sylvester sang his way to stardom, 
that Curt McDowell screened his 
revolutionary queer films, that 
Divine created some of the mem¬ 
orably trashy characters that 
would gain her world-renown, 
and that many others became im¬ 
mortalized in the annals of queer 
and cabaret history. 

(Notably, the unabashedly 
queer Cockettes were founded by 
George Harris, aka “Hibiscus,” 
who had attained celebrity status 
for appearing in a famous news 


photograph as the student anti- 
Vietnam War demonstrator plac¬ 
ing the long stem of a flower 
down the barrel of a National 
Guardsman’s gun.) 

While the Cockettes endured 
only a short time (their last show 
was in July 1972), it spun off an¬ 
other famous group, The Angels 
of Light, and launched Koldewyn 
into a lifetime of cabaret, includ¬ 
ing long stints with The Distrac¬ 
tions and his most recent vocal 
trio, The Jesters. 

Koldewyn’s current Berliner 
Kabarett project will draw upon 


his nearly 20 years of experience 
entertaining audiences, compos¬ 
ing and performing crowd- 
pleasers, and telling audiences 
“fuck you” in the nicest way pos¬ 
sible. ▼

Love and Death On Long Island

I n a screenplay that is part Death 
in Venice and part Lolita, John 
Hurt plays the closeted British 
writer Giles De’Ath (yes, the name 
is certainly a nod to Thomas 
Mann). After mistakenly entering a 
theater showing an American 
teeny-bopper movie, the stodgy old 
fart finds himself obsessively in love 
with the leading man, dreamy, 
blue-eyed babe Ronnie Bostock 
(Jason Priestley). In a position to 
pursue his obsession, Giles does 


just that, insinuating himself into 
the young actor’s life, home, and 
marriage in suburban New York. 
Hurt is wonderful and touching as 
the aging writer who discovers an 
unexpected side of himself. And 
Priestley, well... he looks great. 
Comparisons to Ian McKellan and 
Brendan Fraser in Gods and Mon¬ 
sters are inevitable, and the two 
films will make a great double fea¬ 
ture at the Castro Theatre someday. 

Wilde 

Directed by Brian Gilbert 
(Columbia Tri-Star) 

Jude Law might well make a 
career out of playing the un¬ 
scrupulous, Pretty Young Thing to 


the unsuspecting Older Man. He 
was a Savannah hustler in last 
year’s Midnight in the Garden of 
Good and Evil, and this time he is 
perfectly cast as the perfectly 
awful Lord Alfred Douglas, who 
was the unlikely object of Oscar 
Wilde’s undying devotion. The 
homosex that Wilde practiced 
openly several decades before it 
was acceptable is vividly depicted 
in this beautifully made film, 
which is otherwise a moving plea 
for human dignity in the face of 
prejudice. I found the cinematic 
version of Wilde’s life far more 
compelling than the stage play, 
Gross Indecency, and actor 
Stephen Fry looks uncannily like 
the persecuted playwright. ▼

macabre songs.” 

The slender, androgynous Fis¬ 
cher arrived for the interview in a 
blue pinstripe suit, high-top 
sneakers, and a fedora atop a head 
of shoulder-length hair. He speaks 
some English, though he mostly 
answered questions in German, 
with translations provided by 
Dieta Sixt, director of Goethe-In- 
stitut San Francisco. 

“Growing up, I was always told 
I was different,” Fischer said. “I 
wasn’t one of those strong, fight¬ 
ing types. Very fragile, and they 
said, ‘Oh, you have to go see a 
doctor immediately, otherwise 
you will end up in prison or the 
loony bin.’” Instead, at age 14, he 
wound up on stage. 

That was his age when he dis¬ 
covered Zarah Leander, a husky¬ 
voiced chanteuse who appeared in 
German propaganda films during 
the war and later became an icon 
for gay Germans. “She’s a parody 
of a parody,” Fischer said, and he 
began his career by wandering 
through clubs doing his imita¬ 
tions of her. A few years later, he 
scored his first high-profile suc¬ 
cess with a one-man show about 
Leander that brought a contem¬ 
porary edge to his search for emo¬ 
tional truths in her songs. 

Tastes bud 

His parents, whom he has de¬ 
scribed as ex-hippies with a con¬ 
tinuing fondness for drugs, didn’t 
understand their son or his musi¬ 
cal tastes. “They thought the 
music that interested me was 
more like music for old folks, and 
old women, especially,” Fischer

the start, and the Tony Award and 
the Pulitzer Prize followed in 
quick succession. 

“When Jonathan Larson was 
ready to write a big musical I was 
ready to produce a big musical,” 
said Seller, whose major produc¬ 
ing credit had been a tour of The 
Real Live Brady Bunch that played 
San Francisco in 1993. “But the 
sour thing about this story is that 
Jonathan didn’t live to see all that 
has happened.” 

Larson died unexpectedly of 
an aortic aneurysm hours before 
Rent was to face its first audiences. 
He was only 35. 

“I came into work that morn¬ 
ing ready for the first preview,” 
Seller recalled. “We had a great 
final dress rehearsal, though 
Jonathan said he didn’t feel well. 
It’s hard to relay the shock and 
surreal quality of the days follow¬ 
ing his death. But the only thing 
to do was forge ahead.” 

Rebel rebel 

Rent will soon celebrate its 
third anniversary on Broadway 
while two touring companies have 
been crisscrossing the country. 
The Broadway production found 
a good fit at the Nederlander The¬ 
atre on unfashionable 41st Street, 
a borderline-shabby venue that 
was further distressed to mirror 
the rebellious tone of the musical. 
In San Francisco, Seller would 
have preferred to present Rent at 
the relatively intimate Curran 
Theatre, but it was still tied up 
with Phantom of the Opera when 
decisions needed to be made, and 
the musical is making its home at 
the Golden Gate Theatre. 

“We’ve spent about $100,000 
to make the theater more Rent- 
friendly,” Seller said. “We’ve dis¬ 
tressed it, or decorated it, and 
taken out several rows in the bal-

said. He left home for good when 
he turned 17, and has terminated 
all contact with his parents. “My 
real family is my friends.” 

There were some tough times 
after he headed first for Hamburg 
and then for Berlin. He worked 
for a time as a prostitute, and he 
had his own excesses with drugs 
and liquor. But there are no 


apologies. 

“The drugs and alcohol, they 
are something that abets you in 
just getting out of yourself and 
approaching others,” he said. “At 
present, I’m clean, but if I am not 
dead in a few years I’m sure I will 
take drugs again.” 

As for his stint as a rent boy, 
Fischer said, “What’s interesting 


cony trying to make it a little 
more intimate.

San Francisco is the end of the 
line for the touring company here, 
and it will stay as long as business 
holds.

The various casts, Seller said, 
are not required to be cookie-cut¬ 
ter variations on the New York 
originals, and that helps keep the 
show fresh.

With Rent, we 
cast unique people who can inter¬ 
pret the roles in different ways.

more money in the bank, en¬ 
abling Seller and his boyfriend 
Joshua Lehrer to buy a summer 
home and take luxurious vaca¬ 
tions, but he said his workaholic 
nature is driven by the “nagging 
fear you’re going to be poor again 
tomorrow.” 

Growing up in a suburb of De¬ 
troit, his parents may have strug¬ 
gled with expenses, but they could 
usually find the money for family 
outings to touring Broadway 
shows. Even in synagogue, the 
young Jeffrey was getting his the¬ 
atrical feet wet.

“I started doing a lot of com¬ 
munity theater, and I found my¬ 
self wondering who chooses the 
plays,” he said.

in the process of creation, work¬ 
ing as an artist, is that it’s not that 
different from being a hooker. 
One you do bodily, and one you 
do mentally.” 

There are no romantic attach¬ 
ments at present, and he doesn’t 
regret that either. “In Germany, 
people are admiring me a lot, but 
what man would be able to stand 
my having that admiration? Up to 
now it hasn’t worked out. If want 
to have sex, I go somewhere and 
have sex, but I don’t need a rela¬ 
tionship. They always think I’m 
like the stories I tell on stage, and 
they have a specific image of me, 
but you can’t keep that role-play¬ 
ing in your private life, too.” 

Fischer saves most of his pas¬ 
sion for his work. “My judge is my 
own emotions,” he said, “and if I 
say what this song has to say is 
correct, then it’s like these songs 
are attacking me, like they are all 
over me. First they try to possess 
me, and then I try to possess 
them.” 

For Fischer, his time in front of 
an audience is the reward for all 
the work behind the scenes. “My 
career is unusual in that normally 
people who become famous have 
a whole company around them to 
do everything for them, but I feel 
I must do it myself, because I have 
to stand behind what I do. In the 
stressful life that I lead, the mo¬ 
ments on stage are the most beau¬ 
tiful to me.” V

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Beyond the ’rents 

Rent has certainly helped to 
bring younger audiences to 
Broadway. “Fifty percent of our 
audiences are under 35,” Seller 
said. “I’m not interested in creat¬ 
ing theater for my parents. I want 
to create theater for my peers, the¬ 
ater that breaks the rules.” 

His first post-Rent production 
is De La Guarda, a performance 
piece playing at an off-Broadway 
theater with no seats, and where 
most of the action takes place 
above the audience’s heads. He 
has four more projects at various 
stages in the pipeline. 

“I see Rent as a launching pad 
for me to do what I think I do 
well, which is to nurture emerging 
artists, and when the work is 
ready, to market it effectively,” he 
said. “I come from a poor family, 
so I can’t be a moneybags produc¬ 
er. I have to be a creative produc¬ 
er.”

|| t’s all over but the whining. 
I Since Impeachment! ended, 
M the networks — particularly 
ABC (All ’Bout Clinton) and 
NBC (Nothing But Clinton) — 
have been lost, searching for live 
news like St. Bernards after an 
avalanche. In fact, the all-the- 
same-news-all-the-time cable 
outlets, notably CNN, MSNBC 
and Fox News, have lost 30 per¬ 
cent of their ratings since the ver¬ 
dict came in. The Sunday morn¬ 
ing talking heads tried to get it up 
again for Clinton, but the 
best they could do was 
endless “will she or 
won’t she” postulat¬ 
ing on Hillary’s pos¬ 
sible run for the New 
York Senate seat 
being vacated after a 
century by Daniel 
Patrick Moyni- 
han. Call this 
weak link 
“From Carpet 
Stains to Carpetbagger.” (Though 
the more we see of the racist 
Mayor Giuliani, the more we 
hope Miz Clinton runs him to 
ground.) 

There’s no question the 
Lewinsky saga is now old news — 
which may explain why Barbara 
Walters, who has been doing TV 
since it was radio, got first lick at 
a face-to-thong interview with 
the Cigar Girl herself. Last night’s 
two-hour sobfest (the only bodi¬ 
ly fluids exchanged were tears) 
had the shot-through-gauze look 
of an episode of Touched by an 
Angel with all the attendant sugar 
shock. The set was so many vari¬ 
ant shades of beige with so many 
camera angles it looked like Nude 
Descending a Staircase (we kept 
waiting for Sister Wendy to wan¬ 
der through). Talk about falling 
into the Gap — being sucked (no 
pun intended, really) into the 
vortex would be a more apt de¬ 
scription. No doubt ABC hoped 
the whole nation, going through 
Impeachment! withdrawal, would 
be desperate for any kind of fix. 

Sad but true. We watched, 
transfixed, as this car wreck of an 
interview spiraled out of control 
before us. Walters was at her most 
insinuating. Leaning forward, a 
finely tuned mix of earnestness 
and concern on her face, she 
queried of a tear-dazed Lewinsky,

framing of the Q & A differed from 
the Starr Report and the Tripp 


Tapes. Walters was kinder than 
Starr and sassier than Tripp, but 
Lewinsky, who came across as re¬ 
markably guileless, has, alas for us 
scandalholics, exhausted her story. 

But take heart — TV has not. 
Despite the fact the Tripp Tapes 
didn’t win for Best Spoken Word, 
Best Rap or even Best Alternative 
at last week’s Grammy Awards 
(no, that was a different Monica), 
Lewinsky hasn’t worn out her 
welcome on the small screen yet. 
The bidding war is on for inter¬ 
view number two. Among the 
contenders: Oprah (who was so 
incensed that Walters got first 
crack at the crack, she threatened 
to trash Lewinsky for 
not doing her show 
first), Larry King Live 
and Roseanne (if any¬ 
one can get the girl to 
dish it up, Roseanne’s 
the gal to do it; that 
show’s a virtual wal¬ 
low). Speaking 
of wallowing, 
what we really 
want is for the 
WWF to spot mud-wrestling 
with Monica and Tripp. Now 
there's a show worth pay-per-view

Trump card 

Meanwhile, we are starting to 
feel more than a bit slighted.

Piece of the Rock 

Rock Hudson was a lot 
smarter than people ever gave 
him credit for, but butch he was 
not.

This episode may leave fans run¬ 
ning for the showers. Just when 
you thought no more warts 
(venereal or otherwise) could be 
uncovered about the legendary 
screen swish, A&E got all his old 
friends (by which we mean the 
ones he was no longer speaking to 
at the time of his death) to ma¬ 
lign the dead. The only loon 
missing from this bin is Boze 
Hadleigh; perhaps even A&E did¬ 
n’t believe his most recent Tales 
from the Ouija Board of My Life 
raconteuring. 

Biography is worth watching 
for previously unseen clips of 
Hudson at his finest, as well as for 
some intriguing tidbits about the 
queer closet in Hollywood. But 
having written a bio of Hudson 
ourselves (multitalented as we 
are), we wish more had been said 
of how complex a man — and 
actor — he was, and how the stu¬ 
dio system failed him by refusing 
to let him act in anything but 
fluff. (Typecast despite the clos¬ 
et.) If you disbelieve us, rent John 
Frankenheimer’s Seconds to wit¬ 
ness a brilliant performance. 

Kudos to Politically Incorrect 
citizen panelist Donald Carter — 
an African American from 
Philadelphia — for having the guts 
to make a link between black civil 
rights and queer civil rights and to 
stand up for queers as the last mi¬ 
nority group it is okay to hate. 

Finally, Nightline's continuing 
series, America in Black & White, 
has addressed important race is¬ 
sues, none more powerfully than 
this past week as the nation 
watched the trial and conviction 
of John King in Jasper, Texas for 
the hideously brutal dragging 
death of James Byrd, Jr. This is 
ABC News at its best: taking on 
real issues in a tough, no-non- 
sense manner.. Nightline did the 
same the previous week when it 
aired, over several nights, a 
British documentary on so-called 
“honor killings” — hideous mur¬ 
ders by family members of 
women in Islamic countries for 
alleged sexual transgressions. 
Episodes such as these are used as 
educational tools in high schools 
and colleges; this is TV at its most 
compelling and insightful, this is 
real journalism. 

Now we’d like to see Nightline 
take on America: Queer & 
Straight. Thus far ABC News has 
been the only national newscast 
to report on the hate crime 
against Adam Coulton, the 17- 
year-old Marin County boy who 
was assaulted a few weeks ago. 
Apparently it remains impossible 
in our fractionalized society to 
link one form of hate to another. 
It’s good to see ABC is able to do 
so. Perhaps the other networks 
(hello, Fox?) will follow suit. T

For¬ 
tunately, White goes be¬ 
yond the facts about his 
subject and his work to 
make an assessment of 
Proust’s achievement, 
one that seems both just 
and positively inviting to 
a new generation of read- 


Proust not only attended the riot- 
torn Paris premiere of Stravin¬ 
sky’s The Rite of Spring but also 
had dinner afterwards with Di- 
aghilev and Nijinsky — Proust 
largely (but not entirely) with¬ 
drew from that ultimately unful¬ 
filling tumult to recast it into a 
saga of psychological depth un¬ 
equaled before or since.

While one 
might well wonder at his lengthy 
conjecture about what got Proust 
off — voyeurism, masturbation 
and the defiling of photographs of 
family members, he speculates, in 
one of his rare departures from 
the already vast canon of verifi¬ 
able facts — his deep understand¬ 
ing of varieties of homosexual ex¬ 
perience, particularly in the 
France of Proust’s day, adds im¬ 
measurably to our understanding 
of the sexually tormented writer 
and the myriad ways his own sex¬ 
ual experiences are translated into 
the exotic narrative of In Search of 
Lost Time. In particular, White’s 
clarification of Proust’s transmo¬ 
grification of his lovers and unre¬ 
quited sexual obsessions into fe¬ 
male characters is, to say the least, 
helpful to readers of the novel — 
most of whom are already up 
against the portrayal of a society 
from which their own lives and 
experience are at a nearly unfath¬ 
omable remove. 

An authority in his own right 
— and from his own unique, and 
uniquely gay, perspective — on 
French culture and literature, 
White contributes to the already 
vast secondary literature on 
Proust a New Grove Dictionary- 
like “life and works.” Although he 
is sensible about drawing direct 
connections between those two 
aspects of his subject, he also 
makes plain how, for this particu¬ 
lar genius, the story breaks down, 
roughly, to life, then works. After 
infiltrating himself into echelons 
of French society to which his 
upper-middle-class birth alone 
would not have allowed him ac¬ 
cess, through charm, wit and 
sheer personal brilliance — it was 
fascinating news to me that

mance with the com¬ 
poser Reynaldo Hahn to the pre¬ 
posterous and ultimately disas¬ 
trous (for both men) obsession 
with his late-life chauffeur, Alfred 
Agostinelli (and others before and 
after those great “loves”) — with a 
novelist’s flair for depicting this 
truly exotic aviary, and with a 
philosopher’s compassion. De¬ 
scriptions of the dandyism and 
desperation may leave the unwary 
reader slack-jawed, but none of 
them begs scorn for a man whose 
faults (particularly uncommon 
generosity) were virtues carried to 
nearly unimaginable extremes, 
and who forged from the ore of 
his experience a feat of imagina¬ 
tion of the rarest, most enduring 
metal. 

White leaves no doubt that 
anyone who came within hailing 
distance of Proust knew he was 
gay. He explains his subject’s atti¬ 
tude about his sexuality in a char¬ 
acteristically direct and simple 
sentence: “At the same time 
Proust was eager to make love to 
other young men, he was equally 
determined to avoid the label ‘ho¬ 
mosexual.’” (White is also at pains 
to point out how common an at¬ 
titude this was in France until 
very recently.) 

White’s chronicle of Proust’s 
denials is both fascinating and, fi¬ 
nally, touching. His account of the 
series of duels in which Proust en¬ 
gaged to defend himself is simply 
flabbergasting. (There’s an opera 
here, Eugene Onegin meets Jules 
Massenet, for a Thomas Ades or 
Jake Heggie.) My own favorite 
(and in a more immediate sense, 
Proust’s) involves the 19-year-old 
Marcel Plantevignes, who became 
one of Proust’s many confidantes 
and was warned about the novel¬ 
ist’s “special morals.” Though 
Plantevignes was neither sur¬ 
prised nor bothered by the “reve¬ 
lation,” Proust challenged his fa-

Living in San Francisco appears 
to have politicized Russell. He 
began by attending a No Nukes 
rally and then became active in 
both the gay rights and AIDS-ac- 
tivism movements. Do you think it 
happened because he was living in 
San Francisco? 


I think that had a lot to do 
with San Francisco. I see 
that now, all these years 
later, that it took a great 
amount of courage to be 21 
and out and proud in 
Akron, Ohio in the early 
’70s. I think he kind of 
came home to San Francis¬ 
co and found his like- 
minded people. Yes, they 
care about the environ¬ 
ment, yes they care about 
reproductive rights, all the 
things that had concerned 
him. Whereas Akron was 
kind of a backwater for po¬ 
litical action. 


Russell reveals his AIDS 
diagnosis to you in a letter 
from July 1986, and in a 
letter dated October 1986, 
Russell writes that you 
mention, as he puts it, 

"the subject." You must 
have been having a hard 
time coming to terms with 
his revelation. 


W ith Imagine That: Letters 
from Russell (Lambda 
Publications), Lydia Stux 
makes public her almost twenty- 
year correspondence with her 
friend Russell Denver Harold. 
From their meeting in their native 
Ohio through their lives in other 
cities (Russell in San Francisco, 
Lydia in Chicago), they 
formed a powerful bond 
through letter-writing 
over the course of their 
friendship. Russell’s letters 
have a particularly grim 
power, since he was writ¬ 
ing them from his first¬ 
hand experiences at 
ground zero of the epi¬ 
demic. 


Gregg Shapiro: Stephen 
McCauley's The Object of 
My Affection was one of 
the first books to examine 
the relationship between a 
gay man and a straight 
woman, but McCauley is a 
gay man. With Letters To 
Russell, you join the ranks 
of Ann Patchett (The Ma¬ 
gician's Assistant) and 
Jane Hamilton ( The Short 
History of A Prince ) as a 
straight woman exploring 
the relationship between 
yourself and a gay man via 
the literary experience. You 
are bringing to the page 
this thing that has existed 
for a long time, but is only 
now making it to the page. 


Lydia Stux: I think that the phe¬ 
nomenon is so old. The first time 
I ever went to a gay bar was 1976, 
on my eighteenth birthday, when 
you were allowed to drink legally 
at that age. You were carded and 
went in the back door. When Rus¬ 
sell took me out, it was to a bar 
full of gay men and a few women 
that were friends who came along. 


I think I really did deny it 
for a long time. I mean, I 
should have known bet¬ 
ter. For a while, I began to lose 
several friends to AIDS. But there 
was something very upbeat about 
his letters, where he would be ill 
and he wouldn’t write for a while, 
and then he’d get better and he’d 
write and say, “I was sick, blah 
blah blah.” He was so determined 
to beat it back. I think I wanted to 
believe that he was going to beat 
it back.

Imagine That: Letters from Russell , edited by Lydia Stux; Lambda 
Publications, $12 

■ n this age of voice mail and e-mail, it’s become almost a cliche 
I to lament the “lost art of letterwriting.” E-mail is often praised 
| as a hipper, more convenient version of letterwriting, and e-mail 
proponents sometimes use the mildly derisive phrase “snail mail” 
to refer to the act of putting words down on paper and into an en¬ 
velope. But it’s hard to imagine the handwritten letter ending up 
in the dustbin of history, and it’s difficult to imagine e-mail re¬ 
placing letters completely. E-mail is ephemeral: consumed quickly 
and usually deleted soon after. The handwritten letter is, of course, 
a completely different experience. One opens it, holds it, reads and 
usually re-reads it. As a result, the message in the letter tends to be 
more meditative, more personal. And letters have staying power. 
They can turn up decades later, yellowing but still intact, to deliv¬ 
er their message to those curious about the past. 

It’s worth making these distinctions with respect to gay and les¬ 
bian history and literature,because personal writings such as letters 
and journals have become an important way for us to tap into and 
preserve our collective past. Personal letters are some of the best 
repositories of history. They bear honest, relatively spontaneous 
and usually vivid descriptions of the events that become important 
to remembering who we are and where we came from. Letters can 
offer an extremely valuable window to the “everyday” past, serving 
as detailed portraits of a given time and place. Such is the case with 
Imagine That, a collection of letters recently published by Lambda 
Publications. The personal correspondence that makes up Imagine 
That is between Russell Denver Harold, a gay man living in San 
Francisco from 1979 to 1994, and his friend Lydia Stux, a straight 
woman living in the Midwest. 

It’s no slight to say that there’s nothing all that remarkable about 
what Russell has to say. His letters present a portrait of a gay man 
moving to San Francisco from Ohio in the late 1970s, pursuing life, 
love, and a career as a writer. Because Russell’s letters span such a 
long period, we get to witness his growth as a person, his struggles 
with his career and relationships, and his transition from Midwest¬ 
ern transplant to citizen of San Francisco. In the sense that Russell is 
a kind of gay “Everyman,” the letters make for interesting reading. 

Park ages 

Russell’s letters begin in the age before AIDS, but as time goes on 
the disease soon rears its head in the letters. Ominous health prob¬ 
lems mentioned in some of the earlier letters hint at what’s to come. 
By the time of Russell’s death in 1994, he’s chronicled much of his 
battle with AIDS in his letters to Lydia. He faces the disease, ini¬ 
tially, with the fear and uncertainty that one would expect from 
anyone confronting the illness. And reading these letters, from the 
perspective of 1999, is often darkly nostalgic, and sometimes even 
heartbreaking. In one letter, for example, Russell cannot contain 
his hope as he describes some of the new AIDS “miracle cures” he 
has heard about. In another letter, he presents an extended de¬ 
scription of an AIDS protest and the subsequent concentration 
camp-like detention of demonstrators by the San Francisco Police. 

As much as Imagine That is a portrait of one man’s experience 
of San Francisco in the ’80s and early ’90s, it is also the portrait of 
a friendship that is clearly tested by time and distance. At one point, 
Russell comes to the realization that his friendship with Stux has 
changed, unavoidably and permanently. “I think that we are two 
very different people now,” he writes to Stux in a 1986 letter. “I 
know that we exist in two very different worlds, desire two very dif¬ 
ferent futures. I am not angry or anything like that.... I think that 
what I am trying to say is that it is a natural process. We address 
each other for the joy of communicating, not because we have a 
past together.” 

Even though the book does not include any of Stux’s responses 
to her friend’s letters, Russell conveys almost enough about them in 
his own letters to fill in some of the blanks. But not all of them. 
There are times when selected quotes from Stux’s letters might have 
been illuminating. These are not included, presumably for reasons 
of space. Because the letters cover such a long period, and involve 
very personal information, there are times when the transitions be¬ 
tween letters are a bit jarring. Some of these gaps in the chronolo¬ 
gy might have been smoothed over with the addition of biograph¬ 
ical summaries or even footnotes. Still, the letters of Russell Den¬ 
ver Harold present a personal and poignant portrait of a small but 
important piece of gay history. T

A Woman Determined by Jean 
Swallow; Spinsters, $10.95 

W e should be used to loss 
by now, after twenty 
years of the plague, but 
somehow the loss of Jean Swallow 
by her own hand is harder to ac¬ 
cept. Her final novel, published 
posthumously by Spinsters, is ex¬ 
traordinary, and I hate like hell 
that I can’t tell her that myself. 
What a writer Shallow was, and 
how deeply she understood our 
communities. A Woman Deter¬ 
mined is a character study of two 
women forever changed by one 
accident. It is powerful, frighten¬ 
ing, unforgettable. 

The book is structured as a se¬ 
ries of 20 paired interviews. An 
unnamed, virtually invisible nar¬ 
rator questions Margaret Dono¬ 
van and Laura Gilbert about Mar¬ 
garet’s decision to leave the 
women’s clinic she helped to 
found, and the effects on Mar¬ 
garet’s life of a devastating car ac¬ 
cident and her subsequent lawsuit 
against the driver of the car. Laura 
was Margaret’s lawyer for most of 
the lawsuit. Slim pickings for a 
novel, you might think, but in the 
course of the interviews we learn 
not only about the two women, 
but also about the lesbian com¬ 
munity in which they live. If 
you’ve ever been involved in dyke 
politics, and the drama and 
blood-letting that so often occur, 



the interviews will ring painfully 
true. 

The writing in this novel is su¬ 
perb. Swallow’s economy of lan¬ 
guage is brilliant. Late in the 
novel, Margaret mentions her 
true love, Kore, the woman for 
whom she claims perfect devo¬ 
tion, and says, “I know Kore 
stayed with me the whole time, at 
least she told me that she did.” 
That automatic distrust is painful 
to observe, and it tells us volumes 
about how this woman now sees 
the world. Laura’s description of 
the vibrant, vivacious, powerful 
pre-accident Margaret is shocking 
because the post-accident Mar¬ 
garet we’ve already met is so petty, 
bitter, and powerless. A Woman 
Determined is an astonishing 
novel. Don’t miss it. ▼

His health always seemed to be 
pretty precarious. When the let¬ 
ters began in 1979, he was al¬ 
ways sick. 

And by 1983, he was already hav¬ 
ing health problems. When I de¬ 
cided to do the book, and I was 
reading for the first time all those 
books about AIDS, they just 
made me weep. That it was there, 
I couldn’t bear to believe it. Who 
knew? A college friend died in 
’83. People were just beginning to 
hear about it in Chicago. But then 
looking back, I was like, What on 
earth were we thinking? The 
man’s wasting away, dragging 
himself through graduate school, 
and coming down with pneumo¬ 
nia. Russell was having blood 
clots and all these things that, 
surely if we heard about them 
now, we’d go, “Okay, we know 
what this is.” 

What do you think Russell would 
think of the e-mail revolution? 

I wish he could have been around 
for it. I got online in 1995, and I 
think we’d be talking every week. 


The way e-mail is, you can just 
send jokes, you can get a one-sen¬ 
tence little thing. I think that 
would have appealed to him so 
much. In fact, in the book, there is 
one day when he mailed three dif¬ 
ferent postcards at different times 
during the day. Each one has just a 
sentence or two, and that’s his 
sense of playfulness. I could see 
logging on and “You’ve got mail,” 
and there’s a joke, a sentence, a 
tirade. I’m sorry not to have that. 

One of the most powerful pas¬ 
sages in Russell's letters is when 
he details the visit to San Fran¬ 
cisco made by the fundamental ist- 
Christian mother of William, his 
longtime on-again/off-again lover. 
Do you have any contact with 
William? 

Yeah, I do. He’s healthy. Things are 
going well for him. 

Is he still in San Francisco? 

Yes. But he’s come a long way, too, 
and he’s grieving, and I need to 
respect his privacy and his story, 
because he’s still alive. 

Does he know about the book?

everything. When short Fiction 
works, it provides an extraordi¬ 
nary reading experience. When it 
doesn’t... well, I’ll get to that later. 

The Lowest Blue Flame Before 
Nothing is Lara Stapleton’s first 
published collection, a surprising 
fact considering the breathtaking 
skill with which she creates char¬ 
acters, stories, lives. Her skill with 
language indicates a writer of far 
greater experience than her re¬ 
sume suggests. Consider the 
opening paragraph of “The Mid¬ 
dle of October”: “Carl moved in 
approximations, near misses. He 
knocked things, fumbled. His 
skin was lightly blemished. He 
spoke at an angle toward his shirt. 
He was a teenager, decidedly awk¬ 
ward. This wasn’t the only prob¬ 
lem.” In these few words we learn 
so much about Carl, probably 
more than he knows about him¬ 




self. In each of the fine stories in 
this collection, Stapleton takes or¬ 
dinary lives and digs deep for the 
angst below the surface, the pain 
decidedly unexamined, and in¬ 
vites us to consider the value of 
these lives. This is writing to 
savor, and I suspect The Lowest 
Blue Flame is a book I will reread 
with pleasure. 

Karen X. Tulchinsky has be¬ 
come an editor to watch out for. 
Her latest collection of short fic¬ 
tion reflects a broad range of very 
fine stories as well as excerpts 
from longer works, all of which go 
to show that sexuality and religion 
can mix somewhere other than 
the confessional. Don’t skip 
Tulchinsky’s introduction in your 
rush to get to hot stuff. She has in¬ 
teresting things to say about reli¬ 
gion and culture and sex that help 
to position the tales socially and 
personally. Leslea Newman’s “A 
Religious Experience” is the re¬ 
markably erotic story of a butch 
who flips herself on Yom Kippur 
and manages to involve her absent 
lover while she does it. Newman 
creates complex characters in a 



few superbly chosen words; the 
erotic content is so hot that this 
story should come (pun intend¬ 
ed) with oven mitts. The selec¬ 
tions from The Escape Artist and 
Love Ruins Everything read as 
complete in themselves, even as 
they make you long to read the 
novels in their entirety. Karen 
Tulchinsky’s name as editor has 
become a guarantee of quality. 
Friday the Rabbi Wore Lace will 
have you gasping with pleasure — 
a one-handed delight, with extras. 

The latest collection of short 
fiction by Naiad Press authors, 
The Touch of Your Hand, is a real 
disappointment, especially after 
the promise of the first few annu¬ 
al editions. Perhaps these writers 
have run out of inspiration; not 
one story made me glad that I’d 
read it. The writing is flat, the 
plotting pallid, the effort point¬ 
less for writer and reader alike. 
Perhaps it’s time for Naiad to take 
a break from these collections, at 
least until they have a book’s 
worth of stories to print. ▼

Rants and tender moments 

Justin Chin's ' Mongrel'

J ustin Chin has been active on 
the local arts scene for sever¬ 
al years. He’s best known for 
his disarming, right-on rants, 
which are as surprising in print as 
they are in his live performances. 
One particularly sassy rant is in¬ 
cluded in the new Best American 
Gay Fiction collection, while other 
poems have been previously col¬ 
lected in Bite Hard, published by 
Manic D. Press. Fans of these 
rants will be excited to see Chin’s 
career blooming with the publica¬ 
tion by a big-time New York com¬ 
pany of his first collection of es¬ 
says, Mongrel (St. Martin’s Press, 
$11.95). 

Mongrel is subtitled “Essays, 
Diatribes and Pranks,” and, as the 
title indicates, the volume does 
have its fair share of mischievous 
moments. Yet those expecting the 
caustic firecrackers of Chin’s rants 
may be disappointed with Mon¬ 
grels somewhat calmer contents. 
Nevertheless, these pieces still 
have the rants’ worth, and most of 


the time, their immediacy. 

The volume collects Chin’s 
journalistic pieces and his bud¬ 
ding efforts as an essayist. Several 
of the most successful pieces are 
memoirs, recalling the traditions 
of his family, or recounting his re¬ 
turn as an adult to the scene of his 
adolescent coming out. A first- 
person tone of address runs 
throughout the book, connecting 
all the selections. 

A few of the pieces may be ap¬ 
prentice journalism, like the ex¬ 
pose in “Saved” of the Christian 
ministry Exodus International, 
which promises to convert gays to 
heterosexuality, or “Smile,” an ac¬ 
count of the gay prostitution 
business in Thailand. Deprived of 
the energy and high spirit of the 
more personal pieces, these 
straightforward efforts may seem 
a little dry. But they are informa¬ 
tive, and, like all of Chin’s work, 
are notable for the simple clarity 
of his writing. His uncluttered 
syntax ensures smooth reading 
and appreciable understanding. 

Despite the fact that Chin 
models himself an ACT-UP baby

and fondly recalls the political 
acts that informed his college-age 
years during the ’80s, his best 
work comes not from that defiant 
stance, but during the calmer re¬ 
flections that time and age pro¬ 
vide. In “Q-Punk Grammar,” for 
instance, finding himself bur¬ 
dened by the accumulated legacy 
of gay history, he disposes of its 
claims to find the individual mo¬ 
ment that is his, and by extension, 
every gay man’s. It’s beautiful. 

His remembrances of his tra¬ 
ditional Asian family life are most 
tender, and he’s at his fascinating 
best in exploring how those 
meaningful traditions may be in¬ 
corporated and continued in the 
life of a Queer Nation tattooed 
punkish guy. His attempts in daily 
life to, as he writes, “negotiate the 
spaces between disclosure and

safety” inform his work 
with urgency and 
meaning even for 
those who do not 
share his personal ID. 

His grasp on being an 
“ethnic” in America is 
always intriguing — 
sentimental on the 
personal front, and 
scabrous on a soci¬ 
etal scale, as when he 
writes about the fad 
for Eastern, espe¬ 
cially Tibetan reli¬ 
gions in “Attack of 
the White Bud¬ 
dhists”. His take on 
this “Lamapalooza” is hilarious. 

Mongrel is an auspicious first 
collection for the young writer. It 
left me eager for more. T

Wedding Bell Blues by Julia 
Watts; Naiad, $11.95 

T hank god for Julia Watts. 
After slogging through a 
double rasher of novels that 
were mediocre or worse (much, 
much worse, so much worse), I 
picked up Wedding Bell Blues and 
thought, “Julia Watts won’t let me 
down.” And she didn’t. WBB is 
fun, smart and sexy. Watts even 
throws in some very thoughtful 
observations on the politics of 
families and the threat that all of 
us face at the hands of the reli¬ 
gious right. As she did with her 
very fine earlier novels, Phases of 
the Moon and Piece of My Heart 
(both published by Naiad Press), 
Watts creates vivid and memo¬ 
rable characters, about whose fate, 
for good or ill, we care a great deal. 

Lily’s lover, and biological 
mother of their daughter, has 
been killed in a car crash when the 
novel opens, as has the child’s bi¬ 
ological father, best f r iend of Lily 
and Charlotte, ex-lover and still 
best friend to Ben. Charlotte’s 
parents (portrayed in realistic and 
terrifying detail) decide it’s their 
Christian duty to save baby Mimi 


from a queer (and you know they 
don’t use that word in gay solidar¬ 
ity) upbringing. Lily is forced to 
grieve for her lover even as she 
fights to save her daughter from a 
fate worse than death, a life in the 
talons of the religious wrong. 
What could make more sense 


than a marriage of convenience to 
Ben? Especially when it turns out 
that Ben’s parents are wealthy and 
politically connected. Surely living 
a big lie is small enough sacrifice 
to save a child? 

Watts’ characters have plenty 
to say about the closet and the 
grotesque way that the law can be 
used to destroy families that don’t 
meet the Republican standard, 
but her characters don’t lecture, 
and neither does she. Throughout 
the novel, Watts uses wit and 
irony and honest sentiment to ex¬ 
plore the feelings and foibles of 
her characters. The farcical ele¬ 
ments involved in Lily’s transfor¬ 
mation from dyke o’ death to 
Southern matron are handled ex¬ 
ceptionally well, and are handled 
with realism and a great deal of 
fun. WBB is an entertaining read 
with lots of laughs and plenty of 
heart. If it also makes you think 
long and hard about the politics 
of hate, well, I’m sure that’s OK, 
too. T

producer.” 

At the University of Michigan, 
this self-described sexual late 
bloomer with self-esteem prob¬ 
lems began to sort out his sexual¬ 
ity. “My first boyfriend was my 
college roommate, and we were 
together for five years,” Seller said. 
“I thought to myself, ‘I love this 
man more than anyone I know, 
and if he’s a boy, he’s a boy.’” 

Heading to New York after col¬ 
lege, he found various jobs in the¬ 
atrical publicity and booking, 
none of which made him happy. 
It was at another synagogue, this 
one in Manhattan, that he had a 
theatrical epiphany. He was di¬ 
recting and producing shows for 
the temple’s theater program 
when he commissioned a friend 
to write a musical, and convinced 
the temple to produce it. “I real¬ 
ized then,” he said, “that I was a 
great producer and only a so-so 
director.” 

The Tony Award he received for 


Rent sits on a shelf behind his desk. 
The award also brought him anoth¬ 
er sort of prize, when he got a con¬ 
gratulatory call from an employee 
of the company that owns the Ned- 
erlander Theatre. It was Lehrer, and 
within days they were coupled in 
the relationship that continues 
today. “I never got a chance to take 
advantage of my power and posi¬ 
tion,” he said with a grin. 

Professionally, Larson has been 
coupled with business partner 
Kevin McCollum from their pre¬ 
sent days when they were book¬ 
ing other people’s shows into the¬ 
aters around the country. That 
McCollum is straight just helps 
make their company “more well- 
rounded,” Seller said.

Friends and Apostles: The Corre¬ 
spondence of Rupert Brooke and 
James Strachey, 1905-1914, 
edited by Keith Hale; Yale Uni¬ 
versity Press 

I n some ways, it’s amazing that 
Edwardian poet Rupert 
Brooke (1887-1915) is famous 
at all. When one considers the lu¬ 
minaries he moved among as an 
associate of the Bloomsbury 
group, it’s a wonder young 
Brooke wasn’t eclipsed. His list of 
friends and acquaintances reads 
like a Who’s Who of early twenti¬ 
eth-century British literature. His 
circle included the likes of Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf, E.M. Forster, D.H. 
Lawrence, H.G. Wells, Vita 
Sackville-West, Lytton Strachey, 
and the American, Henry James. 
Also among the crowd were the 
famed economist John Maynard 
Keynes, and the equally famous 
philosopher Bertrand Russell ... 
to name just a few. 

So how did Brooke manage to 
hold his own? To borrow a phrase 
from the late twentieth-century 
book of celebrity, Brooke was a 
kind of literary “heartthrob.” 


Blessed with extraordinary good 
looks, he was lusted after by 
many, men as well as women. In 
addition to being a gifted poet, 
Brooke had the luck (for the sake 
of posterity, at least) of dying 
young and “heroically.” It didn’t 
matter that his death (a result of 
blood poisoning) did not occur 
on the field of battle. His reputa¬ 
tion as a youthful, romantic poet 
who died as a soldier helped fuel 
the myth of Rupert Brooke. 
When Winston Churchill, anoth¬ 
er acquaintance, lionized Brooke 
shortly after the poet’s death, 
Brooke’s status as a hero was all 
but secured. 

Brooke’s literary reputation, 
resting as it does on his relatively 
small body of work, has admit¬ 
tedly been helped along by the 
enduring memory of his leg¬ 
endary good looks and the exten¬ 
sive circle of famous writers who 
survived him. Lost in the myth¬ 
making, however, was the story of 
Brooke’s homosexual love affairs. 
While Brooke’s relationships with 
women were well-known, his love 
affairs with men were not, and 
the executors of Brooke’s estate 
did what they could to keep it 
that way. 

For decades, many of Brooke’s 


letters and other papers were un¬ 
available to the public, and they 
remained unpublished. With the 
publication Friends and Apostles: 
The Correspondence of Rupert 
Brooke and James Strachey, a large 
chunk of Brooke’s personal cor¬ 
respondence finally comes out 
into the open. Admirably edited 
by Keith Hale, Friends and Apos¬ 
tles is a revealing, honest and dra¬ 
matic chronicle of some of the 
friendships that flourished in that 
august gathering known as 
Bloomsbury. 

Drama queens 

Friends and Apostles is as 
much the story of Bloomsbury as 
it is of the evolving friendship be¬ 
tween the two young men. The 
readers of Brooke and Strachey’s 
letters are presented with a de¬ 
tailed, honest and rich portrait of 
the Bloomsbury milieu. They are 
permitted a glimpse of its most 
mundane details, and of the 
grand and often comical dramas 
of these talented, intense and 
sometimes disturbed people. The 
letters are also the portrait of a 
love affair, of Strachey’s longing 
for attachment (physical and oth¬ 
erwise) with the gloriously 
charismatic Brooke, and of 
Brooke’s ongoing examination of 
his sexuality and his place in the 
world. 

The sexual adventures of 
Brooke, Strachey and their 
friends are at times astonishing. 
It’s no exaggeration to say that the 
exclusive Cambridge club they 
both belonged to, known as “the 
Apostles,” was a kind of unofficial 


homosexual dating 
club. Though the 
group included some 
of the greatest minds 
of that generation, 
new members were 
often recruited as 
much for their looks 
as their ideas. And at 
one time or another, 
every one of the 
Apostles seems to 
have slept with most 
of the other mem¬ 
bers, or so it seems. 

There is much 
powerful and even 
shocking writing in 
Friends and Apos¬ 
tles. In one exten¬ 
sive letter, for ex¬ 
ample, Strachey describes to 
Brooke, in great detail, an im¬ 
promptu menage a trois involving 
two of their male friends and a 
woman who takes them both on 
at once, first watching the males 
make love, and then inserting 
herself between them in an at¬ 
tempt to acquaint them with the 
pleasures of heterosexual love. In 
several other letters, Brooke more 
or less confesses to pedophile ten¬ 
dencies. In one, written during 
his brief stint as headmaster at a 
boys’ school, he lustfully de¬ 
scribes to Strachey one of the 
youths under his care. 

Hale presents the Brooke-Stra- 
chey letters in seven chronologi¬ 
cally arranged sections, each one 
including an introduction that 
sets the scene with historical and 
biographical background. Hale’s 
footnotes to these letters consti¬ 


tute some¬ 
thing of an achievement in them¬ 
selves. He helpfully identifies all of 
the key players and minor figures 
who appear in the correspon¬ 
dence, sometimes quoting from 
other letters relevant to the 
Brooke-Strachey exchange. He 
also quotes, extensively, from 
Brooke’s poems and other works, 
shedding light on their genesis 
and composition. Also included 
are some of the whimsical draw¬ 
ings and cartoons that Brooke 
and Strachey often included in 
their letters to each other. 

For those who already have an 
interest in Brooke’s work, or in 
Bloomsbury in general, Friends 
and Apostles is not to be missed. 
For those unfamiliar with either, 
the book is an excellent introduc¬ 
tion, since Hale’s notes fill in 
many of the gaps. ▼

Queer China 

W hile mainstream art critics have 
fussed over Inside Out, the 
stunning new joint exhibition 
of modem Chinese art at the SFMOMA 
and the Asian Art Museum, a queer take 
on the show has been slow in coming. 
Let us now rectify that situation. 

As expected in an exhibit spanning 
a decade of art created during tumul¬ 
tuous times in mainland China, Tai¬ 
wan, Hong Kong, and abroad, several 
of the works reflect a queer sensibility, 
at least when approached from a West¬ 
ern, queer perspective. 

Whether any of the artists identify 
as gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der is unclear; merely raising the ques¬ 
tion requires sorting through complex 
issues of sexual identity and expres¬ 
sion in diverse non-Western cultures. 
(Local performance artist and writer 
Justin Chin may shed light on the 
matter, on March 14 at the Asian Art 
Museum, when he delivers “Advice for 
Tragic Queens at Home and Abroad”) 
But for the average queer San Fran¬ 
ciscan viewing the show, much bn dis¬ 
play triggers familiar gut instincts. 

What, for instance, is going on in 
Zhang Huan’s performance-art videos, 
shot in Beijing East Village, where a 
group of men slowly strip on a hilltop, 
then pile on top of one another? More 
queer still is fellow East Villager Ma Li- 
uming, who employs exquisite androg¬ 
yny to make a statement, in one case 
walking naked in a public space, his ex¬ 
otic “feminine” appearance a stark con¬ 
trast to the clothed men around him. 

Guest curator Gao Minglu ex¬ 
plains, in the exhibit catalog, that 
Zhang and Ma were members of an art 
colony where, until it was driven un¬ 
derground by police, it was possible to 
address “issues of sexuality, gender, 
and personal suffering.” 

Then there’s Taiwanese painter 
Hou Chun-ming’s “New Paradise,” a 
series of panels that simultaneously 
accost and captivate the viewer with 
fantastical bold figures, penises wag¬ 
ging out of vaginas, being snipped by 
scissors, depicting the mythology of 
“woman” violently separating herself 
from the original hermaphroditic 
human. 

For sheer homoerotic thrill, noth¬ 
ing beats Taiwanese expatriate Shu- 
min Lin’s “The Conqueror,” a holo¬ 
graph depicting a well-endowed Cau¬ 
casian man stretched out head-to-toe 
next to another man (or a duplicate of 
himself; one can’t be sure). 

Granted, the bulk of Inside Out is 
not particularly queer; queerness, 
though, certainly does shine through 
in some of the particulars. T

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Falcon's'French Connections' 


Ooo la la

W hile I don’t generally care 
for plotted porn, and am 
easily ready to mount ar¬ 
guments against it, Falcon Studios 
has thrown me off guard with 
their recent two-part drama, 
French Connections. They’ve di¬ 
verted my attention not only with 
a surfeit of steamy sex scenes, but 
also by cunningly mixing togeth¬ 
er in one film their two basic types 
of product: the romance and the 
backroom orgy. 

French Connections is the story 
of an immature rich boy who at¬ 
tains a more adult viewpoint as he 
learns to shoulder responsibility. 
His growing insight comes from 
his exposure to a porn-world 
heart of darkness, and carries 
some weight as a cautionary tale: 
the call of street sex is strong, but 
indulging in its escape may also 
keep you from things more dear. 

The question raised by this 
porno pilgrim’s progress is not 
about our taste for a plotted story, 
however, but whether the sharp 
division in tone between the 
video’s romantic and rougher sex 
scenes makes for a unified view¬ 
ing experience, one that can be 
embraced by viewers with diver¬ 
gent tastes. The central and 
lengthiest portion of each of the 
video’s two parts depicts in lurid 
detail the ominous sex clubs of 
Paris, where hustlers, johns, and 
anonymous nightcrawlers stretch 
their limits during forceful, some¬ 
times frightful activity in smoky 
dungeon catacombs. This fisting 
stuff certainly isn’t date night at 
my house; alternately, you may 
find the surrounding, mellower 
romantic scenes aren’t the appro¬ 
priate cues your gentleman caller 
needs to don a surgical glove. 

Yet the quality of both varieties 
of scenes is incredibly high, with 
a fully flushed sexuality that kept 
me at the popping point from the 
start. For one thing, there’s an un¬ 
stopping succession of beauty and 


big dick in French Connections. 
Star Brennan Foster may not have 
porndom’s biggest dick, but it’s 
among the most perfect. Even 
playing a spoiled child, Foster’s a 
buoyant performer, as delightful 
in his personality and sunny looks 
as he is in his exquisitely formed 
penis and tightly molded ballsac. 
He’s endearingly sexy, and prof¬ 
fers an amazing geography of 
limbs that opens his groin and ass 
to Cinerama views of the well-de¬ 
livered fucks he receives from co- 
stars Eric Hanson and Drew 
Damon. This pair, each with dark 
good looks and penetrating deep 
hazel eyes, outdo each other in 
slender-bodied, mammoth- 
dicked splendor. Yet Damon 
throws a more panoramic fuck in 
his big scene, and boy, is he ever 
scrumptious and studly in one 
haunting package. 

Tight sets 

One thing the kinkier sex club 
scenes share with the romantic 
duos is a tightness of communi¬ 
cation between partners. I would¬ 
n’t call this dildo and fisting ac¬ 
tion romantic, but these partners 
demonstrate a closeness that is 
typically absent in this kind of 
group action. Among the heated 
succession of kinky duos, trios, 
and even a quintet, are some jock- 
strapped, cockringed, chaps- 
wearing, sling-riding visions that 
thrill with individual details: chief 
among them are Jared Wright and 
Thom Barron, a striking pairing 
of superdicked dudes, one cut, the 
other un-, both boggling the 
mind with the girth and projec¬ 
tion of their cocks, not to mention 
the switch-hitting intensity of 
their assplay. Then there’s the Yma 
Sumac-like moaning of young 
vixen Christopher Scott, the com¬ 
bat boot dangling heavily from 
Marine-type Matt Skyler’s balls 
when he’s fucked, or the intensely 
masculine beauty of newcomer 
Addison Scott, who’s a striking 
slab of a man with fierce counte¬ 
nance, bald head and tightly- 



lashed leather cockring. 

In an interesting turn, even 
cleancut young Foster gets in on 
some kink, when he tries hustling. 
His john is elegantly butch Buck 
Meadows, who delivers some 
heartstopping rimming to Foster’s 
most succulent booty, preparato¬ 
ry to giving the lad an enema. The 
scene becomes exciting even for 
guys like me who don’t usually go 
in for enemas, since Meadows is 
himself so turned on by the ac¬ 
tion, to the exhilarating point of 
jacking off his extreme hard-on in 
the explosive stream of water 
shooting from Foster’s ass. 

There are several missteps in 
the Film’s opening sequences, 
which jumble time and location. 
One simple bit of confusion aris¬ 
es when the star and his lover an¬ 
nounce their decision to go to 
Paris, and arrive instead at a se¬ 
cluded country chateau. More 
damaging is the opening scene it¬ 
self. It’s either a flash-forward or a 
flashback, but I didn’t really care 
to stop and think about it. I pre¬ 
fer porn to engage my gonads, not 
my skill at structural analysis. 
Given the sophisticated emotion¬ 
al progression the story charts, 
you’d think these narrative pot¬ 
holes would have been avoided. 

Such slips aside, director John 
Rutherford has elicited a high- 
powered sexuality from his excit¬ 
ing casting, and the sensational 
beauty of French Connections’ 
lush videography is credited to 
Todd Montgomery. ▼

§ f all the musical trends cur¬ 
rently crossing the horizon 
and heading for your ears, 
the one I least expected involved 
glam rock. Late last year, the one- 
two punch of Todd Haynes’s un¬ 
derrated and underappreciated 
glam-rock movie Velvet Goldmine 
and a second also underrated and 
underappreciated disc by Placebo 
(Without You I’m Nothing ) may 
have failed to spark the frenzy 
some had hoped for regarding a 
glam revival. However, the com¬ 
bination of a late ’98 album such 
as Candyass (Elementree/Reprise) 
by Orgy and early ’99 discs such 
as Maledictions (Slash) by Grand 
Mai, Trinket (RCA) by Trinket 
and Surreal (Maverick/WB) by 
Swimmer might do the trick. 

On their debut disc Candyass , 
Orgy is glam like Marilyn Manson 
(who gets thanked in the liner 
notes) is glam. Eleven of the disc’s 
twelve tracks are Orgy originals in 
which vocals ride a wave created 
by guitars, drums and synthesiz¬ 
ers. Although they claim that the 
name of their band is not specifi¬ 
cally sexual (it’s supposed to be an 
“orgy” of sounds), there are plen¬ 
ty of sexual references (including 
the songs “Fetisha” and “Stitch¬ 
es”). Mostly, the songs are about 
being an outcast, along the lines of 
early Ministry. A particular high 
point occurs on Orgy’s cover of 
New Order’s “Blue Monday.” 

Where Orgy has a California 
(read Hollywood) feel through¬ 
out, Grand Mai has a distinctive 


NYC/British thing going on with 
their major-label debut disc 
Maledictions. Dave Fridmann, 
known for his work with The 
Flaming Lips, also gives Grand 
Mai their heat. You can practical¬ 
ly hear the lead singer’s lip curl¬ 
ing while he sings, particularly on 
tracks such as “Superstars,” “Out 
On Bail,” “I’m In Trouble,” and 
“Fun Fun Fun,” to name a few. 
Consider that a recommendation. 

Glam rock was something of 
an underground sensation the 
first time around, although there 
were a few mainstream excep¬ 
tions that led to radio play and hit 
single status (T. Rex’s “Bang A 
Gong” comes to mind). If I were a 
gambling man, and I’m not, I’d 
say that Trinket and Swimmer 
would be the two glam bands 
from the current crop that have 
the most potential for commer¬ 
cial success. 


Just to show you how much 
things have changed, Trinket is a 
glam rock quintet from Georgia! 
Lead singer Brian Youmans is 
more pout than sneer, but it 
works in his favor. Representing 
the lighter side of glam, Trinket 
really sparkles on tracks such as 
“Bruise-Violet Days,” “To Be A 
Star,” “Unbehaved,” “Deceiver,” 
“Burgundy Shine,” and “Haunt 
Pallenberg.” 

Rocking a little harder is the 
glam/punk hybrid Swimmer. The 
buzz on this band is that they 
must be seen live to be fully ap¬ 
preciated. Until they get to your 
town, their major-label debut disc, 
Surreal, will have to satisfy your 
appetite for late ’90s glam. That 
satisfaction can be found in abun¬ 
dance on tracks such as “Dirty 
Word,” “Special Life,” “Kick In The 
Head,” “Spaced Out Hat,” “Sick 
Friend,” and the title track. T
